A VISIT TO NAPLES. 

Como and Lugano, Aug. 16, 1891. 

Wc went to Naplea. About twenty in- 
tended to do it, but after five went from 
Genoa fa long, hot tiresome ride) and met 
us again in Rome, their adverse criti- 
cisms so discouraged the aspirants that 
only one lady remained faithful to me. 
We knew what we wanted, and were 
willing to pay for it. So we left Rome 
Friday afternoon at 4.30, and after a de- 
lightful ride in company with a Roman 
matron who posted us on the charitable 
works of her city, we reached Naples at 
10 p. m. We had as defenders, a judge 
from Wisconsin, a clergyman from 
Canada, one from Providence, one from 
St. Louis, and the Rev. Arthur Little of 
Dorchester, which quintette, with one 
“little man,” reversed the usual propor- 
tion of six ladies to two men. We 
found we could go in landaus as cheaply 
as by train, and chose the drive of six- 
teen miles, around the lovely Bay of 
Naples, through the homes of the popu- 
lace, who were preparing for a fete; 
(Italy is either preparing for or celebrat- 
ing some festival, everywhere we eo. ) 

We drove first to the Grand Museum 
of Naples, where we bravely limited our- 
selves to one hour, though we should 
have enjoyed a week ; we saw there a vast 
collection of objects of art, household 
utensils, relics of all xinds, disinterred 
from the buried cities. Then with our 
laps full of the luscious peaches and 
plums of Italy, we drove toward Pom- 
peii. Tiutb compels me to say that at 
two places where the road was under 
repairs, we drove for oue half mile 
through deep, light dust; but I resent 
the imputation of one of the gentlemen 
iu the other carriage, who declared we 
had continuously waded through two 
feet of sand. Ministers should never 
exaggerate. We saw much of the low 
Neapolitan life en route. Beggars chased 
our carriage, two boys turned hand- 
springs for our benefit, and pinched the 
“little man’s” bare legs for pay. and we 
saw no le-s than five perfectly naked 
children of :our or five years, conteuted- 
ly playing in the streets. On the whole, 
the poor Neapolitans were much better 
fed and less villainous looking than the 
Genoese and Romans. 

Pompeii deserves more time than I can 
give it here. Full of intense interest we 
wondeied up and down the streets, in and 
out of all sorts of houses and temples, 
led by au old soldier guide, who attached 
himself to ”ye umble servant,” who 
acted as interpreter for the party. At 
many houses there were modern wooden 
doors of which the guide carried the 
keys. Admissiou was denied to Yirgie 
aud myself, and one of our escorts told 
us that he had no doubts, from what he 
saw in the wall frescoes, that the city 
was justly destroyed for its sins. Three 
hours we waudered, in the hot sun, over 
stone pavements, into the Atrium of 
Panza’s house, through the immense 
baths, temples, theatres. Little man 
filled his pockets with marble cubes from 
the broken mosaic pavement in the 
temple of Venus, which may prove 
agreeable souvenirs to friends a*t home. 
We tossed our coppers to tlie cripple at 
the gate, afterwards heard lie was worth 
25,000 francs, and drove back towards 
Naples, through holiday clad streets, 
arched with fiowet6 and gas lights for 
the Festa. 

We retired soon after dinner to beds 
which soon became scenes of hot 
battles with Meas and mosquitoes. 
It took us ad next day to catch up with 
our party. Eveutug travel is verv cool 
and comfortable beie, though l have not 
suffered a day as I did the day I wei t 
from Boston to New York in June. 

We drove constantly in Florence, the 
dear lovely Florence of Komola. We saw 
Savanai k’s cell and cIoisters,the Duomo, 
M. Angelo’s bouse and the museum on 
same *ite. drove to Sau Miuiato and 
viewed the city with St. Croce in the 
foreground, wuere George Elliott was 
married. We also made a pilgrimage to 
tlie graves of Walter Savage Laudor.Mrs. 
Browuing aud Theodore Parker, and 
gathered leaves from each place. On 
the ground near Mr. Parker's grave were 
two huge cases, containing base and 
monument to be erected in place of the 
plain grauite slab, ou Aug. 24. the anni- 
versary of bis birth. It is the gift of 
American residents iu Rome. The slab 
bears a life size medallion portrait of the 
man whose chief fault was iu living 
thirty years ahead of bis times. 

Wo had s charming time Iu Venice, bar 
the verrniu, which swarms on every side 
We bathed at the Lido, shopped iu St. 
Marc’s square, gomiolad to our heart's 
content, and lett it just iu time to escape 
satiety. But Coni", lovely Como, bears 
away the palm. Tlte green of it* sur- 
rounding bills, dotted with villas and 
shtiues was very grateful to eyes weary 
of stone plaster and canals. The feast 
of the Assumption occurred yesterday, 
and the town was out in full force. 
Little man wondered at the uumber of 
biers boru through the Piazza iu frout ot 
our hotel, until we learned that a wharf 
crowded with natives bad broken iu aud 
rive persons drowned. Still the merry 
making went on. We rowed for two 
hours in the glorious moonlight, bet ween 
greeu clad hills, on which beacon lights 
and illuminated shrines shone at frequent 
intervals. We were awakened at six this 
moruiug by one of the cornet bauds 
peculiar to this government. It em- 
barked ou a crowded steamei and went 
away up the lake. Three other laden 
boats followed iu quick succession. I 
understand six traius a day come front 
Milau. loaded with pleasure seekers. 

1 do uot wonder; Como and Lugano will 
rank with l.ausaune and Interlaken in 
my memory. This hotel “Washington” 
stauds on a high let raced bill overlook- 
ing the lake Lugauo; surrounded by 
charming gardens tu which bloom loads 
of pausies, geranium*, heliotropes, 
dahlias, and others L>f our home favor- 
ites, it betrays rnauy of our ladies iuto 
breaking more thau oue cominaudmeut.

Tho career of the great missionary ship 
Morning JStnr and of its devoted com- 
mander, Captain George F. Garland, is 
of much interest, and especially at tho 
present time, as ho was this weok wed- 
ded to a lady whose life has so far been 
devotod to tho self-sacrificing and arduous 
work of spreading the Gospel among the 
heathon. Tho missionary ship and its 
work as tho instrument of the American 
Hoard of Foreign Missions is known 
among Christian people all over the 
world, and its prow has plowed the 
harbors of hundreds of islands, and its 
welcome hull has been anchored off 
many towns and villages where the 
blessed Word had been hitherto almost, 
if not entirely, unknown. It lias been 
one the of greatest missionaries of the 
world, and of its career Christianity may 
well be proud. 

The Morning Star now lies in the har- 
bor at San Francisco undergoing repairs. 
It was built at Hath, Me., in 1884, and is 
the fourth vessel bearing that name. It 
is 150 feet long, 20 feet beam and is 
registered at 470 tons. The third Morn- 
ing Star, the predecessor of the present 
boat, was lost in a gale off the island of 
Kusiao in February of 1S83, and the 
second was, singularly enough, wrecked 
off tho same dangerous island. The 
present missionary ship is barkentiue 
rigged, aud is tho pride of her com- 
mander and crew. Capt. Garland, who 
took charge of the ship in 1887, had been 
in officer on the third vessel of that name 
four years, lleisamau of line ap- 
pearance and excellent address, a perfect 
gentleman, and no one, to look at him, 
would suspect that he had followed a 
seafaring life for upward of a score'of 
years. lie is not 4<> years of age, is a 
gentleman whose mind and heart seem 
devoted to the work iu which he is 
engaged. Ilis initial voyage was on the 
ship Horatio Harris, on which he was a 
• ‘sailor before the mast,*’ and he tells 
many interesting anecdotes of his voyage 
to San Francisco. Since he took com- 
mand of the Morning Star his cruises 
have been successfully made, and he is 
highly regarded by all with whom he lias 
had dealiugs. 

Ho is now away “on leave,” aud is 
stopping with relatives at Dedham. He 
was married Thursday of this week to 
.Miss Sarah L. Smith of Newton Centre 
■at tho residence of her mother at that 
place, and the ceremony was very quiet 
and strictly private. The lady* of his 
choice is the daughter of Mrs. H. 13. 
Smith and was a missionary iu charge of 
a girls’ training school for the Gilbert 
aud Marshall Islands in the Southern 
Pacific, and which was located on the 
Kusiie Islands for five years from 1S80. 
She returned to her mother’s home at 
Newton last July, on accouut of ill- 
health. She had been very successful iu 
her chosen work. The school over 
which she presided often had as many as 
30 pupils — eleven from each of the islauds 
above mentioned. The young lady was 
only 21 when she responded to the call 
of the board for. missionaries, and it was 
made especially to supply the school for 
women at this group of islands, as a 
men’s school had been eujoyiug vigorous 
growth for several years previous. The 
little lady was slender, dark-eyed, aud 
seemed quite delicate, but her heart was 
iu the work before her, aud she sailed 
away for her mission among these 
ignorant women of the Southern seas. 
At first the task seemed impossible of 
accomplishment, but her courage was 
indomitable, her devutiou entire and her 
determination sufficient to surmount all 
obstacles. Once a year the gladsome 
visit of the missionary ship brought 
tidings from home aud friends, and the 
laborer for the Lord coutiuued her work 
year after year, and finally was rewarded 
to witness beneficial results, and find 
that the dark-skinned members of her 
sex were slowly but surely benefiting 
from her teachings aud becomiug able to 
teach their sisters the glorious truths of 
the Gospel and to spread among them 
the refining influences of civilization. 
From uncouth savages they have learned 
to attire themselves neatly, preserve 
proper deportment aud teach others how 
to be civilized. The women have even 
been found better students than their 
brothers of the men’s school, aud they 
have more easily accustomed themselves 
to the changed manner of dress and be- 
havior. The departure of their beloved 
teacher was very painful to the pupils, 
ah well as to Miss Smith, and as an 
illustration of the iutlueuce wielded over 
them for good, Capt. Garland mentioned 
a recent surprise given their teacher. 
They had learned the date of her birth- 
day, aud quietly aud swiftly they gathered 
masses of fi .were aud gigantic ferns. 
The former they arranged in tasteful 
banks and pyramids. With the latter— 
veritable giants of the tropics— the) 
made a great arch at ouc end of the 
room. The tall heads of the fc*rus aud 
palmettoes were covered with the folds 
of the American fiag, which, gracefully 
looped, surmounted all, while just at its 
apex hung a picture of the Morning Star 
under full sail Then the girls, each clad 
iu a light chintz dress, seated themselves, 
as was the custom, ou the low straw 
mats, aud while their faces beamed w ith 
pleasure, greeted their teacher with a 
u >ug which she had translated aud taught 
f hem. It wa» a typical and touching 
picture, the tall palmettoes, ovei them 
(he red, white auu blue, so deal to every 
American heart, and, guarded by its 
folds, the uoble ship that had brought 
knowledge aud truth aud kindliness to 
these children of the topics. The suc- 
cessors of Miss Smith, who latterly had 
been ably assisted by Miss Crosby, are 
Mibses Jlopkiu aud Little, two graduates 
of Oberliu College. 

C'aptuiu Garland says that the head- 
quarters of the Morniug Star are at 
Jlouolulu, aud that the regular cruises 
are now among the Marshull, Gilbert and 
Caroline Islands. The principal duties 
are to take supplies to the numerous 
missionary stations. The islands are 
about 2500 miles from Honolulu, and lie 
northeast of Australia. He says the in- 
habitants of the Marshall and Gilbert 
frauds are peaceable, aud it is safe for 
.-grangers to venture among them, hut 
that in some part of the Caroline Islands, 
while it is uot understood that they 
ltractice cannibalism, yet they have beeu 
known to eat upaprisouer aud to be 
very daugerous acmiaintauces. Very few 
weeks puss by without a tight amoug the 
nutivcb, aud although the missionary 
work lias progressed well among them, 
they have now become warlike, and for 
the past twelve months have bee*n 
battling with the Spaniards, who huve 
taken possession of the islauds aud who 


was going forward on the other islands 
with satisfactory results. Tho Germans 
are in possession of the Marshall Islands. 
In March of 1800 a terrific storm passed 
over tho Island of Kusale, ana four 
churches were demolished, also all the 
houses, and nearly all of the bread fruit 
trees, and the blow was a sad one for the 
natives. The climate is generally good, 
however, and is entirely free from fever 
and ague, also yellow fever. 

He said that it was now probable that 
he would not go on the Morning Star on 
her next trip in October, although as yet 
he was uncertain. If ho remained hero 
the ship would leave under command of 
Captain Isaiah Bray, who is on board the 
vessel now .superintending tho repairs in 
progress. If lie does not go he will enjoy 
a honeymoon with his wife, whose health 
requires several mouths of rest. 

CALIFORNIA CORRESPONDENCE. 

Oakland, August, 1S01. 
To the Editor of the ORArntc: 

Iii past years beet sugar has been so 
successfully made in California that agri- 
culturists have become deeply interested 
in beet culture. The present year a very 
large factory for manufacturing boots 
into sugar has been established at Chino, 
San Barnadino cemity, It is reported to 
be the largest of its kind iu the world. 
The machinery alone has cost some $380, 
000. It was brought from Stuttgart, 
Germany, and was transported from New 
Orleans, the mass filling 115 cars. Also 
20 Germau experts in sugar making have 
recently arrived, and the force of men 
employed in aud around the factory aud 
refinery number 200. Four thousand 
acres of beets are now maturing for use 
at the factory, aud another year niau.v 
more acres will, doubtless, be planted 
with beets. The Chino factory is the 
third in the state, the others beiug at 
Watsonville aud Alvarado. The average 
saccharine qualities of the California 
beet are considerably higher than in the 
Europeau beet, aud the climate allows 
several successive crops per year, so that 
the working season of the factory may 
be exteuted much longer than iu Europe. 
The sugar markets of this state are 
mostly supplied at present from the 
Hawaiian islands, but the projected fac- 
tories aud those already in operation will 
doubtless soon be able to supply Cali- 
foruia with all its sugar, which will be 
gathered from its extensive beet fields 

Although it is often asserted that Cali- 
fornia’s light wiues make uo one intoxi- 
cated, yet old residents believe to the 
contrary.

It 
is not iu this kind of life that ono finds 
rest of body, nor rest of heart, for there 
is uo comfort, no freedom. There is a 
place, however, where nature can be 
found in her greatest gloiy, and where 
we may learn beautiful lessons from 
everything we look at. Seek somo little 
rambling country village, hidden away 
in the mountains. Do not long to meet 
your owu race there, but live among the 
birds and study their modes of living. 
Look at the towering mountains as they 
rise up all around you, and at the shadows, 
as from the fartberest peak they race 
and chnse one another, until the winner 
has reached your resting spot, and now 
you are under the shady victory robe; 
theu at the beautiful crystal lakes which 
by chance you may tiud in your rambles, 
aud recognize them as the creations of 
God’s wonderful hand. Think hew this 
same hand made you, aud how much 
more wonderful you are than the grand 
objects upon which you are looking. 
Thank Him that you are permitted to 
live iu this world of His and that He has 
left you have such a grand feast for your 
eyes aud soul. When at last you return 
home, aud the winter’s work begius 
again, you will be strengthened spiritual- 
ly as well as mentally aud physically. 
You will have more vigor to take up 
)*our work again. Your mind will be 
more active aud clearer, and you will 
praise God for all His wonderful works 
to the children of meu, aud for what He 
has done for you.

Tit for Tat. 

[Boston Post.] 

It seems to have occurred to our ob- 
servant neighbors in Mexico that the 
principle of “reciprocity,” as interpreted 
in the new tariff act, can bo applied to 
the coercion of the United States as suc- 
cessfully as when used by us against 
other governments. The Republic of 
Mexico occupies commercially a relation 
toward the United States different in 
some respects from tho South American 
countries. Hides, coffee and sugar, 
which are free under our tariff, form a 
very inconsiderable part of the products 
which it has to offer us, and the threat 
of closing our ports agaiust these arti- 
cles by a heavy tariff tax has no weight. 
On tho other hand, Mexico is a large pur- 
chaser and cosumer of our products, and 
by levying a heavy tax upon articles 
principally imported from tho United 
States it can put us in the same attitude 
as that in which the South American re- 
publics would be placed if tho President 
were ever to venture to exercise his sup- 
posed authority and restore the tariff tax 
on their products. 

This is exactly what the new Mexican 
tariff, now published, undertakes to do. 
By the schedules of this tariff, the duty 
on all the livestock imported from the 
United States lias been largely raised; 
sheep and goats from 35 cents to $1.50 
each; mules from $2 to $5 each; horned 
cattle from $3 each to 3 cents per kilo- 
gram; swine from $2.25 each to 3 cents 
per kilogram. Tallow, largely imported 
from Kansas City for soau-making, has 
been advanced from 7 cents per kilogram 
to 10 cents; maccaroui from 3 cents per 
kilogram to S cents; cottonseed oil, large- 
ly imported from the United States, from 
1 cent per kilogram, gross weight, to 10 
cents per kilogram net weight. 

There is no concealment of tho pur- 
pose of this increase of duties. The 
new schedules go into effect Nov. 1, and 
together with their publication comes 
tho announcement of the appointment of 
a special negotiator on the part of Mexi- 
co to treat with Mr. Blaine, in the same 
manner in which Mr. Blaine has treated 
with the South American republics, tho 
positions beiug reversed. That is to say, 
Mexico will exclude such products of 
the United States as the people there can 
most easily spare, but iu which the trade 
is very profitable to us, but offers to re- 
move the prohibition iu consideration of 
a compensating change in our tariff 
which shall remove tho duties laid upon 
Mexico products. This is the outcome 
of the legislation looking to the exclu- 
sion of Mexicau silver-lead ores from the 
United States. 

It may be hoped that this application 
of the “reciprocity” idea will be suc- 
cessful. It is only a few days since the 
administration organs applauded the 
beneficent operation of the same scheme 
as applied to Cuba, representing the re- 
lief which the inhabitants of that island 
would gain by the compulsory reduction 
of the Spanish tariff tax, the lessened 
cost of living which they would enjoy 
under a low tariff, and the impulse which 
their industries would receive. Although 
iu a less degree, the people of the United 
States will be the gainers if the Mexicau 
Government succeeds in compelling the 
removal of some of the burdens of the 
odious McKinley tariff. It is true that 
in this case the proposed arrangement is 
more difficult. The President can enter 
into no such compact, and the authoriza- 
tion of the legislative power is necessary. 
But the progress which is making toward 
a better understanding of the folly and 
waste of what is called the “protective 
system,” and the advantages of unob- 
structed commercial intercourse, en- 
courages the expectation that there will 
be little opposition to the plan. 

Our Tariff Humorists.

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
CrouDse either has a good deal of fun in 
him or none at all. A young gentlemau 
in this city receutly had returned to him 
an engagement ring which he had sent to 
a Jady in London. The latter having 
concluded that she did not want it or 
him. This was bad enough, but the re- 
jected lover was also taxed by the cus- 
toms authorities $40 for the rejected 
ring. He paid the duties, but uuder pro- 
test, and appealed to the Treasury De- 
partment, stating that the ring was of 
American manufacture, whereupon Mr. 
Crouuse informs tho collector that he re- 
fund the duties if he is satisfied that the 
ring “was not improved in condition or 
increased in value while abroad.” If 
this is tho naked language of the statute, 
it is absurd; if it is meant to be humor- 
ous, it is cruel. 


He Ignored the Hat.

Mr. William Eleroy Curtis has beou 
telling the Ohio people how much Mr. 
Blaine admires a high tariff and what a 
fondness Major McKiuloy entertains for 
reciprocity. It is needless to say that 
Mr. Curtis did not uso Mr. Blaine’s 
crushed hat for illustrating purposes. 


The Boston journal predicts that the 
same thing will happeu to tin plate 4 that 
has happened in other branches of manu- 
facturing, viz: that American ingenuity 
will devise important improvements and 
labor saving devices that will both im- 
prove tho quality and at the same time 
lessen the cost of tho product, so that 
we can make it cheaper than they can iu 
Wales. The Journal claims tfiis has 
been done iu other branches of manu- 
facturing and probably it w ill bo done in 
those mythical tiu-ulate mills, for which 
tho American people are now taxed some 
$10,000,0y0 a year. If that time comes, 
the tin plate men will do just uh other 
protected industries have done before 
them, go to Congress and liavo tho tariff 
put up another cent or two a pound, so 
that they can “make large fortunes every 
year,” according to high protectionist 
authority. This is the meat iu the tin- 
plate cocoauut. 


The Folly of It.

Is it not about time to stop this bounty- 
giving business, and let every tub stand 
on its own bottom? Why tax tho whole 
community to increase the profits of one 
half of it? If the whole community were 
bent-fitted equally, every class, every in- 
dividual, tlieu surely the folly of incur- 
ring the expeuse of collecting and dis- 
bursing the tax certainly would be ap- 
parent. Can the folly, the inequality of 
giviug protection bounties to only a por- 
tion of tho producers— either by direct 
or indirect methods— be less apparent? 


THE METHOD OF GATHERING AND 
PREPARING FOR MARKET. 


The I’roflt* of the Work— The laborer* 

Are Chiefly Itlnckn ami Mont of Them 

Earn Pretty Small Pay— The Sponges 

Sell at a Good Price (Towever. 

Consul Thomas J. McLain of the 
United States consnlate at Nassau, in 
the Bahama Islands, in response to the 
direction of the state department, has 
furnished an interesting paper on the 
sponge trade of the Bahamas, in which 
the valne of the industry and the meth- 
ods of catching the sponges are given. 

The vessels employed in the trade are 
small, varying from five to twenty-five 
tons, sloop or schooner rigged, and are 
built in the local shipyard! The con- 
struction and repair of these vessels con- 
stitute an irajiortant industry in itself. 
They have small cabins for sleeping pur- 
poses. The cooking is done on deck. 
About 500 of these vessels are engaged 
In gathering sponges. 

The number of persons gathering 
sponges in the Bahamas, handling them 
and preparing them in various stages for 
market, is from 5,000 to 6,000, all of 
whom, except the shipowners, brokers 
and shippers, are black people. Hands 
employed in clipping, washing, packing 
and preparing finally for shipment 
abroad get from fifty to seventy-five 
cents per day of ten hours. The amount 
earned by the men who go fishing de- 
pends entirely on the number of sponges 
obtained. 

The owner of the vessel fits her out at 
his own expense, and the profits of the 
voyage are divided up in shares fRnong 
the owner, the master and the men. 
They are uever hired by the month, nor 
do they ever get specified wages. The 
most that can be said is that the men 
make a tolerable living, and the sponge 
fisherman who earns over $300 a year is 
the exception. 

BOW SPONGES ARE GATHERED. 

The method of gathering sponges is by 
means of iron hooks attached to long 
poles. By using a waterglass the fisher- 
man can readily discover the sponges at 
the bottom, and then by the pole and 
hook can bring up those he may select, 
leaving the smaller ones untouched. 
Some sponges adhere firmly to the bed 
of the sea, while others are not attached 
at all, these latter being known as “roll- 
ers." 

About ten years ago an attempt was 
made to introduce dredges, but it was 
found that their use was likely to ruin 
the beds, because in passing over the 
bottom they dislodged and brought up 
not only the good sponges, but the 
young and unsalable ones as \frell, kill- 
ing the spawn and working great mis- 
chief. Such an outcry was raised against 
dredging that an act was passed forbid- 
ding it. 

When brought to the vessel the 
sponges are at once spread upon the deck 
and left exposed to the sun for several 
days, during which time the animal 
matter that covers the sponge gradually 
dies. This is a black, gelatinous sub- 
stance of a very low order of marine life, 
which, during the process of decay, 
emits a most objectionable odor. 

The vessels visit what is called the 
kraal once a week to land the load from 
the deck. The kraal is an inclosed pen, 
fenced in by sticks of wood so as to al- 
low a free circulation of water through 
it, usually built in a sheltered and shal- 
low bay or cove, on one of the cays near 
by. 

THE CROP OF 1890. 

Tho sponges are placed in the kraal 
and left to be soaked and washed by the 
action of the water from four to six days, 
when they are taken out and beaten 
with sticks until the decayed covering 
is entirely removed. Having been sub- 
jected to this course of exposure, soak- 
ing, beating and washing, the sponges 
are quite clean and are taken on board 
the vessel, packed in the hold, conveyed 
to Nassau, and in this condition are sold 
in the local market 

Of the larger sponges a catch of 5,000 
or of the smaller ones 7,500, would bo 
considered a fair lot. Occasionally a 
cargo of from 12,000 to 15,000 large 
sponges has been brought in, but this 
success is exceptional. 

The principal varieties gathered in the 
Bahamas are as follows: Boat, grass, 
glove, hardhead, reef (white and dark), 
velvet (abaco and cay), sheep wool, and 
yellow, of which tho most valuablo is 
sheep wool. The total export in 1890 
reached over 900,000 pounds, valued at 
$306,896. The crop of that year was 
above the average, being really the most 
valuable one iu many years. 

Of that crop there wero shipped to tho 
United States 708,000, valued at $230,000. 
Bahama sponges aro not considered very 
good, but a ready market is found for 
all tliat can be obtained, and at con- 
stantly improving prices. There are no 
indications of any failure of the supply. 
—Philadelphia Ledger. 


An Acrobutto Kitten. 

A pet kitten follows its mistress all 
over the house when she is at work. Re- 
cently she was iu an attio chamber, the 
blind of the window beiug shut but un- 
fastened. Tho playful kitten ran across 
the room and loaped against the blind, 
which opened, and the kitten disap- 
peared, but came crawling back, having 
turned in the air aud caught tho odge of 
the gutter with its forepaws. It was a 
feat of remarkable quickness and pres- 
ence of wiud, os the little animal had a 
Very short time to recover from its sur- 
prise at beiug launched suddenly into 
space.— Portland (Me.)

Tim Emperor as an \ft*r Dinner Speaker. 

As an after dinner spenker tho em- 
peror has no superior in Germany. He 
speaks readily withont notes, expresses 
himself with vigor, never descends to 
conventional commonplaces, and, above 
all, gives the very best assurance that 
his words are not prepared for him. I 
have heard conspicnon9 speakers in Eng- 
land and in our own country, and, if 
comparisons aro not in this case invidi- 
ous, I should say that the German em- 
peror need not fear to meet such an au- 
dience as even a New England society 
dinner assembles. One of the prettiest 
speeches 1 have listened to was delivered 
by the emperor in answering the toast to 
his wife in the province where she was 
born. It waB during the great combined 
naval and military maneuvers of 1890, at 
which the United States was represented 
by Commander Ward, and Great Britain 
by Admiral Hornby. 

The emperor’s words were: ”1 desire 
to express to you, my dearest sir, the 
gratitude felt by the empress and myself 
for the kind words we have just heard. 
At the same time our thanks to the 
whole for the day we have passed and 
for the reception which the province has 
prepared for us. This day was, how- 
ever, not needed in order to assure ns 
of tho warm friendship we have found 
here. 

“The bond that unites me to this prov- 
ince and chains me to her in a manner 
different from all others of my empire is 
the jewel that sparkles at my side, her 
majesty the empress. Sprang from this 
soil, the type of the various virtues of a 
German princess, it is to her that I owe 
it if I am able to meet the severe labors 
of my office with a happy spirit and 
make head against them.” 

The words of the emperor were unex- 
pected, and to no one more so than to 
his wife, whose face beamed with happi- 
ness at the compliment she so publicly 
received. Nor did any one who listened 
to the speaker at that dinner think to 
question the spontaneity and honesty of 
the language. — Poultney Bigelow in 
Century.

Why Ico Floats. 

Did you ever wonder why it is that 
ico, being formed of congealed water, 
floats? And why, on some still Jakes, it 
begins to form at the bottom before it 
does on the surface? Scientists explain 
these enigmus this wise: Ico is specifical- 
ly lighter than water just about to 
freeze, and therefore floats in it This 
is one reason why the formation of ice 
usually begius at the surface. 

Another is its peculiar law of expan- 
sion. The general law is that cold in- 
duces expansion; this law holds good 
with water only to a certain point 
Wheu water has cooled down to within 
7.4 dogs, of freezing it ceases to contract 
as before with increase of cold aud be- 
gins to expand till it freezes. 

This expansion causes tho colder por- 
tions of the water to rise to the surface. 
The formation of “ground ice” or 
“anchor ioe,” as it is sometimes called, 
is tho only exception to the rule given 
above.— St Louis Republio. 


Ua Weighed 045 Found*. 

A very few old Philadelphians who 
were summer visitors to Milford, Pike 
county, fifty years ago, remember Lewis 
Cornelius, who kept the old Sawkill 
House, and well they may, for he w as 
one of the big men of Pike and of Penn- 
sylvania, perhaps the biggest of hiB time 
or any time. He weighed, without 
clothes, 645 pounds, measured 6 feet in 
1 height, 6 feet 9 Inches around the waist, 
6 feet 2 inches below the waift and 
throughout was iu proportion. Hs died 
in 1841.— Philadelphia Wes*.

There was some talk 
of adoptiujr such a system in Newton, 
but fortunately it fell through. It is 
worse than the plan of having printed 
ballots at the caucus, and getting enough 
fiiends of the ticket out to elect it. The 
latter has an appearance of fairness, ns 
the caucus is open to the introduction of 
any other ticket, or even to a marking 
list, if it is called for. It is not probable 
that the Boston Republicans will follow 
such a system very long.

THE CAUCUSES. 


The Republican Caucuses to-morrow 
night ought to be well attended, as the 
selection of delegates to the State Con- 
vention is one of great importance, aDd 
the choice of governor may depend on 
the results of the Newton caucuses. 
The seutimeut iu Newton seems to be 
largely in favor of Mr. Crapo, although 
there are a groat many who are ready to 
support either Crapo or Allen and have 
no particular preference either way. 
Then there are some enthusiastic fol- 
lowers of Mr. Allen, prominent araoug 
whom is City Solicitor Slocum, who is 
an intimate friend of the Lowell man 
and has a high opiuiouof his availability 
as a candidate. 

The nomination of governor is more 
important this year than usual, as we 
have a Democratic Governor, and Mr. 
Russell showed last year his streugth as 
a candidate, and he will have the advan- 
tage of possession. It is only fair to say 
that his administration has been a very 
creditable one, and that he has probably 
not lost any great part of the strength he 
had last year. It is always wise not to 
undervalue au opponent, and the Repub- 
lican candidate will not have au easy 
task this year, whatever lias been the 
case in the years gone by. 

For these reasons it has appeared to 
many Republicans that the strongest 
possible candidate should be chosen, one 
whose character and reputatiou is estab- 
lished and they have believed Mr. Crapo 
to be this man. There is nothing to bo 
said against him, and it might be of ad- 
vantage to try what virtue there is in an 
ideal candidate. 

The democratic papers have already 
opened lire on Mr. Allen and pretend to 
have discoveied that iu his career as a 
legislator he has always voted against 
the “labor interest.” This is a lather 
important matter, and ought to be 
looked up before the convention meets, 
as, if true, it would mean the loss of a 
good many votes. It is always well to 
kuow just what line the opposition will 
take, and if this is developed before a 
man is nominated, something can be 
judged of its probable effect. Perbaps 
there is nothing iu these charges, or if 
true they might have no effect, but never- 
theless, Mr. Crapo seems to have more 
elements of strength and less of weak- 
ness, than any other candidate who has 
been mentioned. 


Ir is said that the Gardeu City Street 
Railway Company will allow the location 
recently granted to lapse, partly on ac- 
count of sewer excavations ou Walnut 
street, nnd partly because there are some 
serious legal defects iu the organization 
of the company, which might lead to 
trouble if it attempted to do business. 
Wbeu the company is legally organized 
it will again ask for a location, but it 
does not desire to build until the sewer 
on Walnut street is completed, as there 
is no room for the tracks there at pres- 
ent. Those who hoped to ride iu the 
cars of the new road this winter are 
probably doomed to disappointment. 
Many people do not see bow a road only 
going from Newtonville to Newton 
Centre cau be made to pay even the in- 
terest on the capital invested, and the 
road should take in Newton Highlands 
and connect with the West Eud road at 
Chestnut Hill, if any profit is desired 
from the investment.

Charles Thynne, Mr. Basil Lovett, Baron 
von Roemer and Mrs. Moresby Chin- 
nery. 

The contest wns drawn, red and white 
each winning a game. Very charming 
was the general effect, owing to the 
splendor of the dresses and the dexterity 
with which the maneuvers were exe- 
cuted, the dainty little pawns getting 
unstinted applause. An excellent ama- 
teur orchestra, conducted by Mr. Yorke 
Trotter, contributed not a little to the 
success of the entertainment.— London 
Telegraph. 


Milk ns n Fire Extinguisher. 

Lightning recently struck the flagpole 
on the Eastford hotel, at Oxford, Mil., a 
large building which was formerly the 
Maryland Military and Naval academy, 
and set fire to the cupola, causing much 
consternation among the guests and 
threatening to destroy the house. This 
would have been the case but for the 
rain which was falling at the time and 
the efforts of the proprietor, who used 
milk as an extinguisher, it is stated, in 
accordance with an old superstition that 
water will not put out fire caused by 
lightning. How long this antique fal-. 
lacy has clouded the minds of the super- 
stitious is not known, but that it has 
come down from remote times will hard- 
ly be questioned. 

The hotel proprietor, believing that 
water would not save his premises, was 
at his wits’ end for an effective extin- 
guisher until he noticed a milk wagon 
filled with cans of the lacteal fluid stand- 
ing just at the moment in front of the 
house, a ready-to-hand method of salva- 
tion, providentially supplied. Seizing 
one of the cans the nonbeliever in water 
lugged it to the top of the hotel and 
poured it out on the lightning kindled 
flames, and then went back for further 
supplies, until he had the satisfaction of 
seeing the last spark smothered and the 
burning hotel saved. — Baltimore Sun. 


More Fireproof Material*. 

Another process for fireproofing com- 
bustible materials is reported from Rus- 
sia, the medium being described as a 
paste, which is said to have been tested 
with most satisfactory results by the 
Moscow Imperial society. A shanty 
was built entirely of straw, and after 
being covered with the paste, was sub- 
jected to a hot fire, the only effect being 
to change the straw from a yellow to a 
reddish brown color without igniting or 
even cracking. 

The society referred to has conse- 
quently made arrangements, it is said, 
to introduce the use of this new inven- 
tion throughout the empire, considering 
it from every point of view as of the 
highest value in villages or localities 
where the houses are, as a rule, thatched 
with straw, and where fires, once started, 
frequently make a clean sweep of the 
place. The cost of the preparation is 
very small.— New York Telegram. 


In Death Divided. 

An old widow lady named Martin, 
originally from Toul, and daughter of a 
former mayor of that town, has died at 
Vincennes under rather peculiar circum- 
stances. She was a person in independ- 
ent circumstances and was thought to 
be possessed of a large fortune. A few 
days ago her neighbors missed her, and 
when the commissary of police was sent 
for she was found dead from heart dis- 
ease. Among her papers a will was dis- 
covered by which she leaves all her 
property, estimated at 200,000 francs, to 
her native city. She has left 1,200 francs 
for the expenses of her funeral at Vin- 
cennes, but with the express condition 
that she is to bo buried “as far us possi- 
ble from her late husband.”— Galig- 
uani Messenger. 


Lucked In a Trunk. 

Mary Driscoll, a two-year-old Haverhill 
(Mass.) child, while playing, crawled into 
a large trunk, and the lid falling she 
was kept a prisoner until discovered, a 
few hours later, by her parents. She 
was unconscious when removed. After 
missing her a search was begun, and 
though they could plainly hear her voice 
they were unable to locate it. ^he floor 
was torn up and the closets rausackcd, 
and every other conceivable spot about 
the house, except the innooeut looking 
trunk, was exumined. At last somebody 
moved the trunk to one side, and notic- 
ing it was rather heavy, considering it 
was empty, raised the lid, and there was 
the baby.— Philadelphia Ledger. 


Myriads of fire bugs were met with 
near Rome, Ga., about 9 o'clock the 
other night, by a steamer. They com- 
pletely filled the air, obscuring a neigh- 
boring island aud the channel marks. 
At first the captain was mystified by the 
eight and backed the vessel aud started 
the electric lights, when thousands of 
the bugs fell on the decks. 


A newspaper in the Gypsy jargon, the 
Romany tongue, is soon to be published 
in England with the expectation of 
making it the orgau of the wandering 
people. It will be edited by George 
Smith, the “king" of the English Gyp- 
■ies, who counts upon getting 20,000 
subscribers to it. 


“It is not likely that another compe- 
tition will ever be tried for tho produc- 
tion of designs for United States coins,” 
said Assistant Director of the Mint Pres- 
ton. “The ono just ended was too 
wretched a failure. Doubtless it was 
tho first contest of the sort ever opened 
by any government to the public at 
large. Tho result is not very flattering 
to the boasted artistic development of 
this country, inasmuch as only two of 
the 800 suggestions submitted were good 
enough to receive honorable mention. 
So the affair has been handed over to the 
engraving force of the Philadelphia 
mint, which will produce the dies re- 
quired according to such patterns as its 
own sense of tho beautiful suggests.’’ 

Tho designs for Uncle Sam’s coins 
hitherto have been produced at the 
money making establishment at Phila- 
delphia, where the dies for all the mints 
are turned out. Anticipating a severe 
popular criticism, the chief engraver 
will do his utmost to render the five 
cameo pictm’es called for as unexcep- 
tional as possible, esthetically speaking. 
There must be a substitute of some kind, 
representing Liberty, for the schoolmarm 
on the dollar, tho reverse of which re- 
quires a better type of bird than the 
present buzzard. 

Also the unprepossessing female, seated 
upon a cotton bale, is to be removed 
from the half dollar, quarter and dime. 
Plaster casts of tho patterns evolved will 
be submitted for approval to the director 
of the mint and the secretary of the 
treasury, and as soon as they have been 
pronounced satisfactory dies will be 
made anil small change of new and love- 
ly mold will thereafter jingle in the 
pockets of the people. 

No alteration is to be made in the gold 
coins, because they are really exquisite 
now, and could hardly be improved upon. 
It is realized that the money of a nation 
is expressive of its art culture. There- 
fore, lest posterity imagine the present 
generation to have been barbarous, it is 
desirable that our silver pieces should be 
as handsome as may. be. — Washington 
Letter. 


Tlie Safe the Kuifler Took with Him. 

Those who saw the emperor’s luggage 
brought ashore at Port Victoria will re- 
member the iron safe which formed part 
of it. In this safe was the large collec- 
tion of jeweled snuff boxes, silver ciga- 
rette cases, diamond breastpins, signet 
rings, etc., which the kaiser brought 
with him for distribution among the 
members of the queen’s household and 
many other officials with whom he was 
brought in contact during his visit. 

These assorted gifts, which have been 
cased up by the emperor duriug the past 
two years literally by the gross, have 
now been duly distributed, and have 
probably— for such is human nature- 
caused more heartburning and disap- 
pointment thau delight. 

Large as the stock was, it did not 
prove quite large enough, and several 
members of the kaiser’s suite were en- 
gaged for some time at the West End in 
buyiug a further assortment of trinkets 
to serve as presents from the kaiser. 
The German Orders which the latter has 
distributed were brought over in a sep- 
arate case, and in a quantity which re- 
calls the incident of the Russian baron 
in “Ninicha.” — London Figaro. 


Two Ml Ion n Day by Dull. 

Some illustrations of modern railway 
speed cited before the parliamentary 
committee on the cross country railway 
bill merit special attention, showing 
what can be accomplished when a rail- 
way company makes an effort. A Bux- 
ton coal merchant says that sometimes 
the Midland company manages to con- 
vey coal from Buxton to Chesterfield in 
eleven to thirty-four days, and as the 
towns are more than twenty miles apart 
it will be seen that sometimes the coal 
trains dash along the line at the rate of 
two miles a day. Once the witness 
found a bird’s nest in u truck which had 
been thirty days ' on the way, aud he 
reasonably believes that the nest was 
built and the eggs laid during the 
month Yet this Buxton merclmut is 
not happy and desires u change. — En- 
gineering.

Mary E. Martin was 
appointed a substitute in the Peirce 
school in place of Nora Taft, with a 
salary at the rate of $620 per annum, 
hmma J. Tyler was appointed laboratory 
assistant in the High school at a salary 
of MOO per anuum. Harriet I’.Poorwas 
appointed assistant in the High school at 
a salary of $900. Annie IJ. Blackwell 
was appointed assistant in the Bigelow 
school, and Mary S Maynard assistant in 
the Oak Hill school, and the salary of 
each fixed at $5<X)per year. 

On motion of Mr. Boud, orders were 
adopted appropriating $5069.27 and 
$3439.65 for department expenses of 
July and August.

To the Newton School Board : 

During the past two or three vears, l 
have received several requests foi in- 
struction in architectural drawing from 
the carpenters and apprentices living in 
Xewton Centre, and as a result of the 
desire for instruction in that kiud of 
drawing, the enclosed petition has been 
circulated exclusively among carpenters 
residing in the place named. The signa- 
tures represent, I believe, but a few of 
those who would attend a school of the 
kind, .Some of the young men from 
Xewton Centre are attending the draw- 
ing schools iu Boston and paying for the 
privilege. If such instruction could be 
given iu a school in Xewton it would 
meet a real need.

ON THE OEKBElEI.n. 

Tho PeerficM river is a delightful, 
dashing, roaring stream of clear water 
coming down from the mountains of 
southern Vermont through Wilmington, 
Whitingham, Koadsboro, Monroe, Itowe 
aud Florida to tho Hoosae Tunnel, and 
there turning eastward through Charlc- 
mont and Shelbnrn Falla, it lends its 
wild music to the valley through which 
tho Fitchburg railroad enters the moun- 
tains, rivalling with its noise the thun- 
dering trains till it quiets down to adorn 
the beautiful meadows of old Deerfield, 
when passing under “the high bridge,” 
it empties into the Connecticut a little 
below Greenfield. Until recently this 
lino river has been only a useless, or 
rather, only an ornamental stream, glint- 
ing in the sunshine and dancing and 
laughing along down its foaming rapids, 
or in placid places mirroring tho sky and 
trees in its cloar dopths, but doing no 
•work, or next to none, such as other 
rivers in New England are made to do. 

Some dozen or more years ago Messrs. 
V. H., J. C. and Moses Newton of Hol- 
yoke conceived the idea of harnessing this 
wild stream and making it do its part in 
tho industries of the couutry. Accord- 
ingly they obtained the necessary sites, 
built a high dam at Readsboro just above 
t lie village, securing a tall of eighty foot 
head, a water power of great efficiency. 
On this they built a very large pulp and 

? anermill; saw mills and other works 
ollowed for using up the thousands of 
logs that came down the river as soon as 
this market, was opened for them. The 
product of these operations was twenty to 
thirty tons of freight a day which had to 
be carried down river 1*2 miles over roads 
to the Tunnel in wagons in no wise fitted 
for heavy freighting. The necessity of a 
railroad for this work was at once appar- 
ent, and these enterprising gentlemen, 
without waiting for tho public to act, 
immediately took measures for buildiug 
a railroad themselves to accommodate 
their own works and all this hitherto un- 
developed region. The result is the 
Hoosae Tunnel and Wilmington Railroad 
mow running up tho east bauk of tho 
liver from the tunnel to Readsboro and 
being extonded to Wilmiugton. With the 
new facilities for transportation a large 
chair factoi*y sprang up there; the foun- 
dations of another paper mill' are uow 
beiug laid, other industries are comiug 
iu aud new buildings are going up 
■throughout the village. Two large 
stores, a new Baptist church, and several 
dwellings are now iu process of ereetion 
besides tho new* paper mill. An excel- 
lent hotel, the Guodell House, is kept 
there, aud the air of growth aud pros- 
perity everywhere prevails as the far 
reaching results of the euterpi iso of the 
Newtons. 

And this is but the beginning. Five 
miles down the liver at Monroe Bridge, 
Mr. James Ram age lias built another 
dam and erected two large mills for pulp 
and paper aud has already created a 
thriving village where but recently was 
one of the wildest places on the river. 
Besides mills, stores and dwellings for 
his work people, Mr. Ramage has built 
for himself, or his son, a large and hand- 
some residence, and is to erect this sea- 
son a building for a hall and other public 
uses, at a cost of some $0000, the con- 
tract for which lias already been signed 
with Mr. Thorpe of Holyoke. So the en- 
terprise aud tho wealth of these hard 
workers, the Newtons and the Rainages, 
are making these mountain wildernesses 
blossom like the rose. Between Reads- 
boro and the tunnel there are on this 
river some twenty other water powers 
waiting to be utilized, and now that rail- 
road facilities exist at every point they 
are likely ere long to be taken up and 
used iu a way to add materially to the in- 
dustrial interests of the state. 

FINE SCENKHV. 

Mouroe is a small town having but few 
inhabitant*, but to those who climb its 
hills and look into its deep valleys and 
across to the blue summits which adorn 
the distant horizon, it affords some of 
the finest scenery in the state. Hereto- 
fore this delightful scenery has been but 
little known, tho whole region having 
been shut iu by the apparently impene- 
trable hills. The railroad up the river 
overcomes the barriers and makes easy 
connection with the outside world. To 
reach the finer points of view, a drive of 
some two miles from the depot up a 
rather formidable grade is necessary. 
By this ride an elevated plateau is 
readied which overlooks the river and 
die valley and affords extensive views in 
the distance. Seen from here the blue 
hills ot Hawley aud Cummiugtou lie 
against the southern sky in unsurpassed 
loveliness. 

Tho course of the river hero is west- 
ward and southward and ns you look 
down upon it dashing around the bare 
granite feet of the hills of Howe, which 
along the east bank slope clear down into 
the river's bed, it seems to be still wear- 
ing its way out of its mountain prison, 
for far below, the hills on either side in- 
terlo k so completely as to leave the im- 
press! ju that there cannot be an open 
passage for the river between them. 

The edge of this plateau next to the 
valley is semi-circular facing both east 
and south an I forms the hi ink of a preci- 
pice which rises abruptly a thousand 
feet or more from below. The foot of 
the precipice is some distance back from 
the river leaving a fertile level space be- 
tween the precipice and the river’s chan- 
nel. This space is divided into farms 
aud is known as “the fiats.” Cultivated, 
crossed by silver streams, bordered by 
the hills, aud embraced by tho flowing 
river, this villey makes a picture of rare 
aud str king interest. From a favorable 
point of view it is spread out before the 
eyes of iliu beholder with all its rare 
beauty intensified bv the diminuendo and 
leveling effect which is gained by looking 
down fi nn a high stand point. A de- 
scription of it has been attempted iu 
poetry

This chnrminc elevation, tho south- 
eastern sloue of the Monroe bills, where 
so much of interest in scenes near and 
distant delights t he eye, where nature al- 
most undisturbed mingles with raro 
effect tlie sublime and beautiful and ap- 
peals to the imagination in a voice sub- 
dued but most alluring, is yet to be 
appreciated, and some day will doubtless 
l»e known and enjoved as a unique and 
attractive place of summer resort. 
Its phases of beauty and Interest vary 
from morning to noon and from noon to 
night. Here art a few more snntcbes 
from the verse of an oldtime admirer of 
the place which give glimpses of the 
changing scenes: —

Off For Tlie Range. 

Ou tbo 9th of August 1S91, W. E. 
Higgius and C. U. Monroe started for a 
weeks trip up to snow. The starting 
place was Troutdale, Colo., aud with a 
Burro packed with all the necessities 
they intended to “Make Snow or Bust.’* 

A word should be said here about the 
Burro or Rocky Mountain Canary as ho 
is called. They are all the way from 
thirty-six to forty-four or forty-eight 
inches iu height and have most of the 
characteristics of the mule. As a pack 
auimal through tlie mountains they have 
no equal. Walking nearly any where 
that any man could aud smelling out the 
trail wheu it cannot be seen, and beiug 
able to carry nearly their own weight on 
their backs they have a great advantage 
over tlie horse. The burro that figures 
in this trip carried from one hundred ! 
and seventy-five to two hundred pounds. 
Pickiug his way between tlie trees with- 
out scraping the pack showed sagacity j 
almost unequalled iu auy other animal. 

The first day about twenty miles was < 
made aud as this was all up hill the 
party were quite tired. At about 4. JO in 
the afternoon a trail was struck which j 
led off in a pocket or gulch. This was j 
followed until nearly seven o’clock when i 
the blazes on the trees suddenly 
stopped aud left the trio at 'he jumping 
off place. They had followed a “blind 
trail.” A blind trail is made for the 
puipose of misleading persons who are 
desirous of following others. Or some- ; 
times which is often tho case, and was 
hero, the trail hud been made for the i 
purpose of leaching a logging camp and 
as it was likely to run through another 
man’s claim it had to be stopped and a I 
new one begun which would pass through > 
the loggers claim only. 

At 8 o’clock camp was struck and a 
roaring lire built for tlie double put nose 1 
of getting supper uni later to (lighten 
the coyotes of which there were numbers 
in tlie vicinity. 

Supper over t lie blankets were taken 
from tlie saddle aud two weary young 
' men lay down to enjoy a much needed , 
rest. All went well until ubotit three or 
four o'clock in the morning the coyotes 
began their music. Just light enough 
for objects to be seeu at a distauce of 
five or six yards, these animals could 
venture quite near tlie camnlire without , 
being seen. Being naturally a cowardly 
animal they do not, unless very hungiy, 
attack a man or an auimal, The boys 
were waiting for them with guns loaded 
and any coyote that ventured too far ! 
would have received about fifty buck 
shot iu bis worthless carcass. However 
none came too near Hut their fiery eyes 
could be seen looking like small balls of 
fire iu tlie coming dawn. 

As soon as it grew lighter they slunk 1 
away and nothing more was seen of 
them. It was a clear case of good rid- 
dance. 

Breakfast was eaten aud tlie trail re- | 
traced until another line of blazing* 
could be seen, and after a little hunting 
tlie clearly defined trail was found. 
Four, five hours passed aud nothing but 
timber could be seen. In another a half 
. hour a cabin was seen and there was the 
logging camp where they had been told 
to go. But one of tlie men was iu the 
1 cabin and he gave them a true Western 
welcome. After the Burro had been 
unpacked aud turned loose to graze tlie 
( boys entered the cabin and sat down to | 


n repast fit for a king, consisting of the 
juiciest part of nn elk. Good wns no 
name for it. It wns simply immense. 
Soon the rest of tlie party came in and 
great was their surprise to see a Boston 
tenderfoot in camp. Being told that the 
tenderfoot was from Newton and not 
Boston they said it w as near enough any 
way and when this person went outside 
to see to tlie Burro, a rawhide lnssoo 
shot out front one corner of tlie cabin 
and tlie noose settled comfortably over 
tlie Newtek boy’s bend. He started to 
run but number caught him by the foot 
and by tlie time ho was down another 
pinned bis arms to his side. This w as to 
test his grit and as he took it as a good 
joke they voted hint ail right and let him 
up. In the afternoon tlie whole party 
went up on Meridian Mountain. This 
mountain is the 106th West of St. Louis. 
Tho whole country for miles around 
could bo seen and just below to tho left 
could be sccu several deer quietly grhz- 
ing. Tbo Mud Lakes could be seeu, 
fourteen in number, lying below in the 
valley. This is some of the grandest 
scenery to bo seen in Colorado. Next 
day the Eastern boys went up Mount 
Logau and iudulgod in tho novel ex- 
perience of a snowball fight in August. 
Mount Logan by the way is 14,375 feet 
above the level of tho sea. Eastern 
mountains are simply foothills. Tlio 
rest of, the time was spot fc in shooting 
rabbits and grouse atm in locking over 
the couutry. 

The writer has climbed mountains in 
New Hampshire, but compared with the 
Rockys, they are simply “out of sight.” 

Tlie timber in this part of tho range is 
said to be the best iu the state so thick 
that one can hardly pass between the 
trees. 

On Saturday morning tho boys left tho 
camp and after bidding tho loggers good 
bye took the trail for home, where tho 
outfit arrived at 7.30 p. m. Oh how’ good 
the beds felt that night and how hungry 
were those boys uext morning. Pictures 
of the outfit wero taken aud can be seeu 
by stepping into Bradshaw’s or applying 
to Mr. \V. S. Higgins, Newtonville.

Free Trade and Cniindinn Rivalry. 

[Springfield Republican.] 

Senator Iloar opens a discussion of 
railway questions in the Independent 
with a strong argument against tho 
exclusion or undue restriction of Cana- 
dian railroads engaged in Atnericnn traf- 
fic. His point of view is of course 
New England, whoso immense business 
interests are so intimately connected 
with tho maintenance of cheap transpor- 
tation with interior markets and sourcos 
of raw material supply. Canadian 
roads do now and must evor afford the 
most direct way botweou Now England 
aud tho Northwest. Tho Dominion ter- 
ritory extends far south of a lino drawn 
from tho northernmost part of Maine to 
the northern boundary of Washington 
aud direct transit across the northern 
quarter of the United States must uso 
Dominion territory at some point. 
Moreover, laud in such parts of the Do- 
minion is level and cheap, and thus the 
cost of railway construction and trans- 
portation is there reduced to a minimum. 
The distanco saved may bo judged by 
considering that from Port Huron in 
Michigan to Buffalo by way of tho states 
it is 4*23 miles, while through Canada it 
is only IPS miles. 

Why, then, asks the senator, should 
wo forego so great a natural advantage? 
“There seems to bo,” he says “no good 
reason whyAmerican mercli mdiso should 
prefer to a short aud cheap route 
through Canada, a longer and more ex- 
pensive irtie, merely because tlio latter is 
wholly upon American soil.” We are 
tempted to remind the seuator right here 
that this is for him very heretical doc- 
trine. It might bo asked in reply why 
American consumption should prefer to 
cheap Welsh tin plate a more expensive 
aud perhaps inferior articlo merely be- 
cause tho latter is made on American 
soil. Mr. Hoar thinks it would bo very 
foolish to deprive ourselves of Canadian 
transportation kindly reduced below cost 
for us by government subsidies. Why, 
then, it might be asked, should wo cast 
aside the similar advantage extended by 
the subsidies said to be so liberally be- 
stowed upon foreign ships engaged in 
the European carrying trade, and shoul- 
der the subsidy burden ourselves? 

However, it must be said that the sen- 
ator's argument is very strong. And if 
it could bo shown that through tho inter- 
state commerce act the Canadian roads 
possess no artificial advantage over 
the American roads, the proposition to 
exclude those roads or regulate their op- 
ueratious in respect of American traffic 
could not well be supported. Mr. Iloar 
thinks they possess no such advantage 
aud arelsubject to Dominion regulations 
very snrilar to those embodied in our 
laws. He also says that, far from thus 
helping to build up a great military dan- 
ger over the northern border, we are get- 
ting a hostage which will forever bind 
Canada and Great Britian, so far as she 
cares for Canada, to good behavior 
toward us. Nothing can bo lost here by 
any policy which shall bring the people 
of the two countries closer together. It 
maybe gathered from all this that Seuat- 
or Hoar will not help along a Ay of tho 
plans now browing to shut the Canadian 
roads out of the United States.

“The price of that article is «jne dollar,* 
says the salesman. “But, soeiug that 
you are ray best friend, I’ll let you have 
it for— a dollar and a half.” 

That doesn’t sound exactly right, does 
it? But it is sound high-protectionist 
theory. That is the theory which is ex- 
pected to work out, iu practice, a future 
of prosperity for this country. When 
Mr. Harrison proudly proclaims to the 
world that he has no sympathy with the 
idea of cheap goods for the people’s use, 
aud giavoly declares that a cheap coat 
means a cheap man, it really sounds as 
though he meant something. Wheu the 
only possible meaning that can attach to 
his words is put iu plain English— as it is 
put at the head of this column — it does 
not require a profound and subtle scholar 
to understand the real significance of tho 
Republican cant of “keeping up prices” 
for tho benefit of tho workingman, lio- 
duce Mr. Harrison’s theory to practice, 
bring it down to tho biief practical con- 
versation over the counter, and tho way- 
faring man must be a fool, indeed, if lie 
can not read in a list of increased prices 
an increased drain upon the wages that, 
for all the talk, for all the promises, for 
all the buncombe eloquence of the Re- 
publican orators, never iucrease one 
cent’s worth beyond the actual market- 
value in any given place, at any given 
time. 

A cheap coat, Mr. Harrison things— or 
says lie thinks— makes a cheap man. 
But which one feels tho cheaper, the 
man who pays ten dollars fora ten-dollar 
coat, or the man who pays fifteen dollars 
for that same ten-dollar coat? Does it 
add anything to a man’s stature to be 
cheated out of one-third of his hard- 
earned money? Is tho laboring-man, 
w hose work is bought by his employers 
as cheaply as they can buy it— and what 
labor, high or low, great or small, is not, 
and has not always been, bought on 
these terms?— is the laboring-man who 
Sells bis labor, his time, his wholo life, 
on this basis, to indulge in the luxury of 
buying his necessities in the (lightest 
market, to avoid the awful possibility of 
Mr. Harrison’s taking him foi a “cheap 
inau?” This is a hard world, and u cold 
world. If a man has a warm ten-dollar 
coat on his back, he can afford to be set 
down iu Mr. Harrison’s book as less dear 
than tho man who lias paid fifteen 
dollars for ton dollars’ worth, to main- 
tain tho glories of the “protective” 
tariff. 

*•*•#** 

There are men, no doubt, who con- 
scientiously believe that this “protective 
tarill” is really tho protection of the 
American workingman; aud that high 
prices ousuro him nigh wages. Once iu 
a while, these men want to borrow 
money. It may happen that they find it 
difficult to got what they want. The 
people to whom they apply do not wish 
to lend. They are tolu that “money is 
tight’’— “there is no money” — “ready 
money is scarco.” Does it ever occur to 
them that iu a country where high prices 
prevail, money is far more likely to bo 
scarce than in a country whore low prices 
call for less use of the natural volume of 
currency? If it .over does so occur to 
them, by uny chance, would it not pay 
t loijgi , and their country, if they would 


try to figure out for themselves whothor 
or no the good folk who are unreason- 
ably clamoring for an incronso in the 
circulating medium of the nation would 
not bo far hotter satisfied with a decrease 
in tlio prices of the commodities which 
they uso that circulating medium to 
buy?

TIIE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


ADDRESS OF CIIAIIIM AN W. II. PARTHIDGK 
OF NEWTON. 


Chairman W. If. Partridgo of Newton 
called the Prohibition Stnto Convention 
at Worcester to order on Wednesday and 
made the following address: 
Fellow-Prohibitionists of Massachusetts. 

This is our day and generation; not our 
fathers’; not our children’s; hut ours to 
servo. In tho interest of brave and 
faithful service we gather to-day. The 
drink traffic which creates the vice, pau- 
perism and crime of our state, and which 
every intelligent citizen acknowledges to 
ho the most gigantic curse, and the wick- 
edest wasto oi valuable resources that 
ever threatened the existence of this or 
any other nation, wo are called upon by 
the God of battles to destroy. We alone 
have the courage to attack it in the 
political arena, whero we find it in- 
trenched. It’s utter annihilation is our 
exalted issue, and our only ultimatum. 
Becauso every other political party is 
cowardly, and is in abject servitude to 
this monster crime of the centuiies. 

Our party exists to suppress it. Be- 
causo the other parties legalize its exist- 
ence we enter politics to kill it. The 
importance and magnitude of prohibi- 
tion, which so concerns the morals and 
economics of our nation, fully justifies 
us in attacking the existence of the great 
political parties which have enjoyed the 
support of our people so long. 

Tlieso two political parties, instead of 
being conservators of the nation’s good, 
have become corrupt and dangerous 
political evils. The rum aud beer barons 
own them, politicians and voters, and 
uso them to perpetuate their hellish 
traffic. 

Our paity alouo refuses to serve them, 
and mantully determines to nssault and 
destroy their business. The „ campaign 
in Massachusetts lias already begun, and 
is to bo as usual a selfish struggle for 
supremacy. The party that has had for 
over 30 years almost unbroken control of 
our state is now at bay, with its enemy 
iu the executive chair. It is to make one 
herculean effort to regain its asceudaucy. 
It will be a war of giants. 

What part do we bear in this struggle? 
Only to help them destroy each other. 

I am fully couvinced that in Massachu- 
setts the permanent downfall of the 
Republican party can alone secure the 
speediest and most lasting supremacy pf 
the prohibition sentiment with a party 
organized to enact and enforce it. The 
Republican party, once a powerful friend, 
has proved a mean traitor to the princi- 
ple we exalt, and all true citizens that 
are not hot-headed partisans know it. 

These are significant words. I mean 
them, and the sooner our party arrays 
itself in deadly conflict with this party 
tho sooner will the only obstacle to the 
reign of prohibition in Massachusetts be 
removed. So long as there is a Repub- 
lican ticket to vote the prohibition 
partisan Republicans will vote it, I care 
not who is nominated, if lie be Satan 
himself. This party is the idol of their 
affections. To release these souls from 
their idol worship necessitates nothing 
loss than the destruction beyond hope of 
their pet political god. 

Brothers, it is our first duty to destroy 
their Baal so they cannot vote his ticket. 

Let us then coutinue to magnify pro- 
hibition as the only ideal aud practical 
method of dealing with the liquor traffic. 
We must destroy any aud every party 
that stands iu the way of our righteous 
purpose. We are not a temperance 
society, but a political party and all that 
means. The other parties meau death to 
their opponents. 

It is boy’s play if we do not carry that 
spirit into our campaign. With this fact 
iu view let us make nominations today 
that will weaken them. Our forces are 
marshalling another onslaught on our 
political enemies iu defeuce of a grand 
principle. 

We must, therefore, select standard- 
bearers that are brave aud invincible, 
and proclaim our battle cry without 
equivocation. Let us once for all declare 
to the prohibitionists of the other parties 
that they are our political enemies uuless 
they vote our ticket. 

We take no advice nor ask auy quarter 
from them. Unconditional surrender we 
must have. Lot us strike home then in 
dead earnest. What they cry out against 
us for doing, keep doing. Weaken and 
cripple them, until they too exalt living 
principles above dead selfish issues. To- 
day wo miss in the field of battle valiant 
and loved forms. Wo listen in vain for 
tho courageous words aud wise counsel 
of our own Judge Pitman. They have 
left the army militant for the army 
triumphant. But I adjure you to let his 
parting words to our party, “the part of 
duty is the part of liouor” inspire us to- 
day with fresh courago. Let tho great 
animating principle of his life, that 
"what uwjht to be will be!” lire our 
hearts today for the coming struggles 

Brothers, there is hope. The day of 
victory dawns. It is even nearer now 
than our timid ones due dream. All 
along the buttle Hues our bayonets 
glisten in ttie gleams of tlio rising sun of 
prohibition. Our leaders pass down 
courageous and helpful words from out j 
end of our land to tho other. Parties 
whose braves are under the daisies are 
fast disintegrating, and wo can but pity 
the young men of Massachusetts who un- 
wittingly pitch their touts under the 
hopeless shadow of their sepulchres, 
when such a holy war, bequeathed by 
high heaven just as surely as the slavery 
struggle was to our fathers, appeals to 
their best manhood for settlement. 

Wo hoar the tocsin sounding aud the 
huzzas of tho invincible and aivauciug 
hosts of prohibition, and we are amazed 
becauso the young and chivalrous souls 
who seek an issue worth lighting, can bo 
so intoxicated with tho quaff of the 
low aud selfish ideals that time-set viug 
politicians put before them. 

Men and bretreu, let us arise ami 
shatter the shackles that bind our friends 
in the other parties to such culpable 
iuaotiou and apathy. Illuminate their 
prejudicial visions with incontrovertible 
facts so that conscience may assert its 
control. 

Wo need their votes. Wo limit have 
thorn. Now brethren, let us do wisely 
aud well what wo do today. Then re- 
turn home to your tightiug grounds, ami 
make your nominations according to 
law. Be sure your returns to State 
House are iu time nnd are correct. 
Select mtMi who know how to do such 
things, ami lot us present to our follow- 
citi/.ens a complete ticket at the polls. 
Dou’t lot your enemies triumph over you 
through your neglect to get legal nomi- 
nations on our ballot " 
them !

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THE NEWTON CAUCUSES. 


The Newton caucuses were as usual 
not very largely attended, but the usual 
number wore present, and there was not 
a very exciting contest in any of the 
wards. 

There has been a good deal of dispute 
in the daily papers, over the standing of 
the delegates, both the Crapo and the 
Allen papers claiming 0. The real facts 
are that eight of the delegates declared 
their preference as for Mr. Crapo and 
five were for Allen, with one who re- 
fused to state his preference. 

Wards One, Three and Four elected 
Crapo delegates, and Ward Two elected 
Allen delegates, with Wards Five and 
Seven equally divided between the two. 
In Ward Six one delegate is an Allen 
man and the other does not state his 
preference. 

There docs not seem to have been auy 
groat feeling in any of the caucuses, and 
the great majority of the Crapo men pro- 
fess themsolves as perfectly willing to 
support Mr. Allen, although they per- 
sonally think that Mr. Crapo is the bet- 
ter man for this year on accouut of his 
being better known among the voters, 
and his greater experience in state and 
national offairs. 

The claims of the Allen men that they 
have already a large majority of the con- 
vention is probably not so well-founded 
as to enable them to dismiss all doubt as 
to the result, but they have evidently 
gained the lead, and it may or may not 
Ve possible for the unpledged, delegates 
to decide the result. The great mistake 
amade by the friends of Mr. Crapo was in 
thinking that the spontaneous movement 
in his favor was all that was necessary 
to insure his nomination. That might 
Lave been the case years ago, but in 
theso practical days it is “hustling” that 
.succeeds in political conventions. 

We should say that the reported stand- 
ing of the Newton delegates as 9 to 5 iu 
favor of Mr. Crapo represented very ac- 
curately the preference of Newton Re- 
publicans, and that Mr. Crapo was there- 
fore much the stronger candidate. 


The political situation has become ! 
critical, as far as the governorship is j 
concerned, and Mr. Crapo’s friends have 
called a consultation at the Parker 
House at noon today. A good deal of 
significance is attached to this confer- 
ence, as among the prominent Crapo 
rneu who are to he present are Senator 
Hoar, ex-Congress man Long, Gen. Dra- 
per and others of that standing, who are 
accustomed to have their influence count 
in the councils of the Republican party. 
The latest returns from the caucuses 
held over the state show uu app irently 
large majority for Mr. Allen, and it looks 
as though Mr. Crapo’s friends had begun 
to move after the contest had been de- 
cided. They may feel indignant at the 
way lie has been shoved aside, but 
whether they will he moved to any 
decissive action, or decide to endure 
such buffets patiently remaius to be 
seen. Mr. Crapo is called a “chestnut,, 
by Congressman Whiting, but it can not 
be denied that his successful rivals iu 
every case s » far have met with defeat. 
They could get a nomiuati >u but an 
election was something very different.* 
Wheaher Mr. Allen will be any more for- 
tunate is the problem now to he consid- 
ered. 

The Soarlos will contest is a rather 
peculiar one, as it is a struggle between 
an adopted son and a second husband, 
for the millions made by the first hus- 
band.

A Curloti* Palm of Bontli America. 

One of the most curious palms in the 
world is called the “Ita," and is very 
abundant on the banks of the Amazon, 
Rio Negro and Orinoco rivers. In the 
delta of the latter it occupies swampy 
tracks, which are at times completely 
inundated and present the appearance of 
forests rising out of the water. The 
6wamps are inhabited by a tribe of In- 
dians called Guaranes, who subsist al- 
most entirely upon the produce of the 
tree. During the annual floods they sus- 
pend their houses from tops of the tall 
stems of the palms. The outer skin of 
the young leaves is made into cords for 
hammocks, and the soft inner bark yields 
a nutritious farinaceous substance.— In- 
terview in Washington Star.

Mr. Auntin Mallory is a fanner living 
in the northern portion of this county. 
Some time since ho decided to have a 
well dug on ids premises. Tho services 
of a water witch were called into requi- 
sition, and tho turn of tho infallible 
peach tree switch located a spot where 
water would be struck. 

The well diggers set to work, but had 
hot gone more than six foot when they 
encountered a stratum of rock. They 
went down into tho solid rock ten, 
twenty, thirty, forty feet, and yet no in- 
dication thnt tho rock was giving out. 
Mr. Mallory instructed his men to blast 
away, as ho was bent on finding water if 
ho had to blast into tho Chinese empire. 
They followed his instructions and went 
ten feet farther down, with no new de- 
velopments. 

They were soon to bo rewarded, how- 
ever. All tho preparations for an unusu- 
ally heavy blast had been made, tho fuse 
was touched off, and the men were drawn 
out to await results. After the smoke of 
the explosion had cleared out they looked 
down and found that they had struck a 
cave.

There are tens of thousands of portable 
and other 6team engines owned by agri- 
culturists in this country which could 
be utilized in a variety of ways in con- 
nection with electricity. The mere sav- 
ing in insurance alone would in number- 
less cases justify a farmer in driving his 
thrashing, chaff cutting and grinding 
machinery by an electric motor instead 
of being obliged to bring his engine, as 
now, right into his farm buildings.— 
New York Telegram.

HIS INITIAL SERMON. 

JIKV. JOHN MATTESON BEGINS HIS DU- 
TIES AT CltUltCtt OF THE MESSIAH. 


Rev. John MatteHon commenced his 
duties »R rector of the Church of tho 
Messiah, .Sunday. Thero was a large at- 
tendance at tho morning services. The 
pretty church was tastefully decorated 
with tropical plants, and made to we.ir 
its most cheering aspect in honor of the 
new rector, who preached his initial ser- 
mon and made a most favorable impres- 
sion upon his congregation. Hu 

commenced his discourse with a 
word picture of tho reign of Uz- 
zinh. It was a reign, he said, in a sense 
prosperous, but it had its dark sprits. 
The moral degradation of the period 
wob great, bribery was practised iti the 
seats of judgement, the usurping power 
of the prierthood was improperly exer- 
cised, thero were conditions of vast 
wealth and dire poverty, the rich be- 
coming richer and the poor poorer. 
Social evils existed and drunkenness was 
a national vice. In the face of all these 
evils a more than ordinary consolation 
was required. Tho Jewish people had 
their higher ideals, and the reigns of 
David and Solomon had their bem ficcnt 
results in the march of improvement. 
For 18 centuries man has been looking 
and reaching out for something beyomf. 
Ttiere is that in man which makes 
him restless. Men must have excitement 
of some kind, and they often pursue 
phantoms as light as air.

If the paramount interest of man is his 
eternal interest, if progress is one of es- 
sential conditions of all life, and if 
Jesus Christ has been through the cen- 
turies the great elevating influ- 
ence, then let man accept the. pure man- 
hood of Jesus Christ, and let him follow 
Christ’s .example in all Godly living. 
Let us not like the Jews, look for the 
Messiah to come to give us that which 
shall calm the restless striving that we 
feel. Nothing can give us calm or peace 
but the endeavor to bring our characters 
to the level of Christ. Shall we not, then, 
accept Jesus Christ as the king who 
comes to us with salvation. Let us pray 
to God to give us the spirit that wa^ir 
Jesus Christ.

Early September iu North field. 

Written for the Gn.U’iiio: — 

Bright skies following a week of tor- 
rid heat, cloud, gloom and rain, seemed 
the waited-for opportunity to make a 
long anticipated visit to tho now famous 
town of Northfield. So, taking my 
“grip” and my better nineteen twen- 
tieths (l believe, from wide observation, 
that is about the general proportion of 
value) 1 left Boston in a Fitchburg train 
ou this western pilgrimage. After a 
ride of a huudred miles, wo left our train 
at Miller’s Falls and . t here, as patiently 
as possiblo, we made tho often wait of 
half an hour before we took the Ver- 
mont Central for a nine miles journey to 
the objective point of our visit. 

As we stepped from the cars at North- 
field, we were met by our friend F. S. 
Bemis, Esq., (his eighty years have ut- 
terly failed to make him old) and his 
daughter, at whose home we were to be 
guests during our stay. As our time 
was limited to less than a week, we 
found these kind friends had laid out a 
program, full to tho brim, for our sight- 
seeiug and entertainment. Here we were 
in the far-famed country town of North- 
field, now rendered famous by Dwight L. 
Moody, tho preacher, the evangelist and 
the Christain promoter of good in act 
and word, whose life-work must cause 
the angels to sing with joy, so joyful 
have been tho songs on earth of those, 
who, through his labors have found hope 
aud peace and tfie higher life. The kind 
Father has blessed his work aud enabled 
him to build a living, monument whose 
inllueuce will last through the coming 
ages. 

Northfield is old and restful, pictur- 
esque and lovely beyond the power of 
words to adequately describe. Up the 
Connecticut River valley a hundred miles 
on the east shore lies the village of 
Northfield stretching for miles along the 
! bank on a gently sloping ridge. 

In the early days of the town the main 
! street was laid uut ten rods wide, with 
village lots extending a long way back. 

, In the middle of this an ample driveway, 

, then a wide, grassy space on either side 
through which run two rows of noble 
; elms and maples whose wide-spreading 
branches meeting overhead form an areli- 
! way that would delight an artist’s soul, 
and beyond these the sidewalk. 

This wide avenue is lined with solidly 
1 built, old-time houses that tell of abund- 
| ance and comfort iu tne past and no lack 
in the present. 

A few old h nises have been remodeled 
and a few modern houses built, but even 
; these fail to break the somnolent feeling 
of the place. It still speaks of comfort 
aud rest and peace. 

Northfield is surrounded by ranges of 
1 hills high enough to be called mountains 
Standing ou the highest part ot the ridge 
on which the village is built, the views 
on every side, near and fur away, tiro 
very tine. North, cast and south the 
mountains rise in graceful lines, and far 
to the west the mountains. cut the dis- 
tant sky, wh le between at our very feet 
the broad Connecticut lazily moves 
! through the beautiful meadows. It is a 
panorama of rare beauty aud lovleoess, 
one once seen never to be forgotten. 

At the tiortheily end of the vill igo, ou 
the main street, lives Mr. Moody in a 
comfortable, unpretentious house close 
by his birthplace and his boyhood home. 
In this pleasant old farm house his aged 
mother still lives. Here only a short 
distance from his boyhood and manhood 
home he has founded a school for girls 
to which come pupils from every part of 
the country. It’s success bus been plie- 
uomeuul. 

Turee miles away, across the Connect* i 
h ut river on the gentle slope of Mt. Her- ; 
mon, he 1ms founded u school for boys 
which is proving as successful as the ' 
other. Each lias accommodations for 
about three hundred pupils. Both 
schools are beautifully situated on high ' 
ground commanding wide and lovely j 
views, in these schools the moral and 
religeous element forms an important ] 
part of the education. 

Too much praise cannot he accorded ; 
Mr. Moody for the magnifloient success! 
that ha s followed his labors to establish 
these schools. 

People cannot eomnrehend the magni- 
tude of this work aud tho grand results 
that are following except they go there 
and make personal observations. Well 
may he feel satisfied with the success j 
thus far and the grand promise for the ! 
future. Never till 1 stood on the spot j 
had 1 half understood tho magnificent 
scope of the work. And this is only a! 
part of the grand work lie has accom- 
plished iu the years that are past — work j 
1 or the upbuilding of the cause nearest 
his heart. 

Ou the Sabbath I atteuded church and 
listened to an excellent sermon by Mr. ■ 
Moody, on “Kcpcutauoe.” The music I 
was very tine. Choir and congregation | 
togetlioi, then the choir alone with t lie 
chorus sung by the oue huudred and fifty | 
students from tho boy’s school. 

Mr. ii.t D. Sunkoy sang ‘‘When tho 
Mists have Rolled Away,” with all the 
effectiveness of years ago. His voice is I 
rich and melodious and it is a delight to ' 
listen to it. I remember hearing him ( 


sing in tho Coliseum, ‘‘The Ninety nnd 
j Nino,” nnd the impression then made 
has never pnssed away. It soomes to mo 
l his voice is ns pure and powerful ns then. 
Miss Mary C. Fox sung several hymns to 
the delight of every one. She lias a mag- 
nifleeent voice under perfect control nnd 
tilled tho church with exquisite music. 
Prof. D. B. Towner nnd Prof. Stebhins 
also sang fine selections. It wns a musi- 
cal treat to the audience. 

There was n mooting in tho afternoon 
nt the boy’s school on Mt. Hermon nt 
which addresses were mad’c by Mr. 
Moodv, the Earl of Abberdeen nnd Lady 
Aberdeen. The speech made by the 
Kail was more an informal talk tolling of 
his mooting and attending sorvices held 
by Mr. Moody in London many years 
ago. and tho impression made upon him 
by the sermons. It was a plain, interest- 
ing talk by a modest appearing gentle- 
man and thoroughly appreciated by tho 
audience. If the Earl Is a fair represen- 
tative of tho British nobility tho Ameri- 
cans will soon learn to admire them as 
highly as the English people. 

But the gem of the day was the ad- 
dress made by Lady Aberdeen. As she 
stood before the audience, tall, exquisite 
form, fine face, bright sparkling eyes, 
t lie embodyment of womanhood, speak- 
ing slowly nnd distinctly, ovory eye wns 
turned upon her as she frankly said her 
thoughts were not with them hut with 
her own boys at home across the water. 
And as she repeated the story she told 
her little son, at his request, n few* even- 
ings boforo she wns to bid him good-bye 
for many months absence, every heart 
was moved in sympathy and every soul 
deeply stirred. Her noble womanly 
grace, lior bright intellectual powers and 
her winning ways won tho heart and the 
admiration of the audience. The day 
had been full of delight and will long bo 
remembered. 

In riding around t he town evidences of 
glacial action wore numerous. Occasion- 
ally the rouuded ledges showed the 
striated marking male when the power- 
ful planing machine— the glaciers— moved 
southward on it's way to the warmer 
clime and the 6ea. Ou both sides of tho 
Connecticut the river terraces are plain 
to be seen. This town marks the north- 
ern limit of the narrow bolt of Triassic 
formation. This extends from New 
Haven on Long Island Sound to tho New 
Hampshire line, a distance of one hun- 
dred and ton miles. Tho average width 
| is about twenty miles. Tho Connecticut 
| River sand-stono, tho red sand-stone, the 
brown-stone, the free-stone, the Long* 

| meadow stone are names given to the 
stone quarried at different points on this 
river. Between the layers of this stone 
are found tho fossil foot-prints of bird 
and reptile and fossil raiudrops that 
have interested the scientific men for 
many years. President Hitchcock of 
Amherst College collected over 8000 fos- 
sil foot-prints from this region, many of 
which are of immense size. 

I saw one other distinguished gentle- 
man, whom every reader of “Innocence 
Abroad” would bo glad to meet, Captain 
Duncan, commander of the Quaker City 
that carried the Pilgrims safely on their 
grand excursion. 

A visit to Northfield is a pleasure aud 
a delight. The beautiful old town sur- 
rounded by picturesque hills clothed to 
the very sumraitt with dark green cover; 
the wide, slow-moving Connecticut with 
hardly a ripple, like a broad blue band 
in the valley; the gentle slopes emerald 
green, and tho air of delicious fragrance, 
all make this a laud of rest and joy. I 
had hearTl much of Northfield and it’s 
attractiveness, and went to it with high i 
anticipations. I left- it with regret and 
the feeling the Queen of Sheba expressed 
“That the half had not been told.”

Discordant Notes on the Tariff. 

It is still impossible to discern any 
signs of an agreement among supporters 
of the now tariff act, over the question 
as to its effect upon prices. On Tuesday 
the Now York Tribune followed up au 
elaborate inquiry, demonstrating that 
the offect had* been to reduce prices, 
with an article concluding that “the 
deluge of falsehoods about tho higher 
cost of every article nooiled from tho 
cradle to tho grave served its purpose for 
one election only, and now tho millions 
who find that they have been cheated by 
those democratic untruths are preparing 
to make their answet.” Tho next day it 
called attention to tho higher prices the 
eastern tobacco growers are getting for a 
larger crop than over because of tho 
great advance in duties on Sumatra lenf. 
This extra price is placed at “several 
millions'’ for the three states of Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut and Now York 
alone. The advance in price, wo are 
hero told, “is just what tlio hated Mc- 
Kinley tariff was intended to accom- 
dlish.'’ And, further, says the Tribune 
to the farmers, “the producers of barley 
know how their prices have been ad- 
vanced, and the producers of vegetables 
and eggs for sea-board markets realize 
the enormous advantage of being pro- 
tected this year against a competition 
which had rendered tnauy eastern farms 
unprofitable. No inconsiderable part of 
the magnificent prosperity which Ameri- 
can farmers are to enjoy this year has 
been secured to them by tho now tariff 
which demagogs have so unscrupulously 
misrepresented.” 

But the Tribune is uot only at odds 
with itself. Its petany associate at New 
York takes issue with it, and declares 
that the price of eggs, for example, has 
been declining steadily since the egg 
duty was imposed and as a result of that 
duty ; but at the same time it disagrees 
with itself and agrees with the Tribune 
in holding that the duty ou wool in- 
creases prices for domestic wool. Ou 
the other hand the organ of the Phila- 
delphia mauufactuiers' club says “it is 
an interesting fact, deserving much em- 
phasis of statement, that the prices of 
wool are lower now than they were one 
year ago,” ami that this result was dis- 
tinctly promised by protectionists during 
tho discussion which accompanied the 
framing of the tariff bill.” Put at the 
same time the Manufacturer takes issue 
with itself, and agrees and at the same 
time disagrees with tho Tribune, in 
maintaining that when Mr. Blaine told 
the farmers the McKinley hill contained 
no assurance of relief for them, ho made 
a reckless statement and aimed a “deadly 
stab” at his party. Being finally asked 
by the American Wool Reporter when 
and where lower prices for wool were 
promised by piotectionists, the Manu- 
facturer now accepts Mr. Blaine’s state- 
ment as true and says “It was made over 
and over again in the columns of the 
Manufacturer; similar assertions were 
repeatedly made by other well-informed 
protectionist journals throughout the 
country, and by numbers of stump 
speakers during the campaign of 1800.’’ 
* It would be most helpful to tho cause 
if these people could come to some 
agreement, not only eacli with all, but 
each with himself, on this vital question 
of the relation of tariffs to prices. How 
otherwise can it be that with this present 
chaos of thought and clashing of state- 
ment the republican voter becomes be- 
wildered and knows not what to say or 
think? Is it any wonder that the Ohio 
leaders have concluded some other issue 
will he better for them in this campaign, 
and the New York convention lias de- 
voted as few words as possible in a long 
platform to a perfunctory indorsement 
of the tariff act that does all those won- 
derful things? If tho support of this 
measure has not become utterly demoral- 
ized, its organs are succeeding well in 
creat ing such an impression. 

The republican club members in Ohio 
are wearing lapel buttons stamped 
“American tin.” It turns out that the 
buttons were imported direct from Wales 
by a Martin’s Ferry notion dealer. They 
will do just as well. Tho poteucy of 
idols lies uot in their make or shape, but 
in the miud of tho worshiper.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

Palmer Cox has signed a contract with 
The Radios’ Home Journal, whereby his 
amusing little “Brownies,” which ho 
made so successful in St. Nicholas and in 
his books, will hereafter belong exclusive- 
ly to the Journal. Mr. Cox’s contract 
begins with the October number. 

Tho proprietors of The American Ilorso 
Breeder, Boston, have purchased tho 
entire property of tho publication known 
as Ilorso aud Stable, a publication de- 
voted to horse interests, and will here- 
after publish tho latter in connection 
with their own paper, and under their 
name. 

The startliug fact is shown by reports 
of the Massachusetts Commissioners of 
Prisons that during the last fifty years, 
while the population of the State hu$ 
only trebled, the number of criminals 
has increased fifty fold. There is one 
prisoner to every 400 inhabitants in the 
State, and in Boston one to every in- 
habitants. This large proportion how- 
ever, includes re-commitments. These 
facts are interpreted by Mr. William P. 
Andrews, for many years Clerk of the 
Criminal Court at Salem, Mass., as evi- 
dence that tho “reformatory” conduct of 
prisons has caused au alarming increase 
of crime, and that the substitution of re- 
formatory for punitive treatment is fast 
bringing us to Stuto socialism through 
the attractiveness of prison-life. Mr. 
Andrews will contribute an article to tho 
October Forum, containing the results of 
many years’ observation of the working 
of the two systems. 

Miss Alico M. Fletcher, of the United 
tatos Interior Dopartinaut aud the P on- 


ody Museum, Cambridge, will contrib- 
ute to The Century in 1892 tho results of 
her studies of the American Indian in a 
sories of illustrated papers. They will 
give an intimate account of how tho 
Indian actually lives and thinks, his 
music, homo life, warfare, hunting cus- 
toms, etc., and it is the opinion of Pro- 
fessor Putnam of Harvard that they will 
undoubtedly ho tho most important 
papers that have ever been published on 
the subject, and that they will give an 
entirely different idea of the Indian 
from that now commonly prevailing. 
Tho series will ho cnllod ‘Tho Indian’s 
Side.” 

Wolcott Balestier, who has collaborat- 
ed with Uudyard Kipling in the now 
novol which The Century will publish, is 
a young Amorican now living in London, 
lie is a writer and a business man as 
well, boing a member of the recently 
organized firm of Heinemann A- Bales- 
tier, of Lelpsic, which is publishing a 
series of copyrighted English and Ameri- 
can novels on tho continent of Europe in 
tho fashion of the Tauchnitz editions. 


The Earthquake City. 

(Written for the Graphic.) 

Tho Annual Review of •‘Tho News 
and Courier” tells a marvellous story of 
the progress ami development of the ill- 
fated city that five years ago was shaken 
to its foundations by a devastating earth- 
quake, destroying millions, of property. 
Sinco that fearful disaster, which seemed 
to inflict a death blow to the business 
lifo of the city, and to paralyze our ener- 
gies, tho trade of Charleston lias in- 
creased over $30,000,000. Five years ago 
tho trade amounted to $00,040,000. The 
total business of Charleston for the 
year just closed was $98,500,000, a not in- 
crease over last year of 817,000,000, aud 
of $31,000,000 on tho business of the city 
in 1880. The average increase since the 
great catastropho has been at the rate of 
$0,000,000 a year. 

The cotton receipts during the past 
year were 207,910 bales iu excess of last 
year, and the value of the cottou trade 
$9,433,000. “But,” says the “Review,” 
“instead of relying mainly on one branch 
of business, the reports show that 
Charleston is progressing along every 
line of industrial endeavor and achieve- 
ment. King Cotton no longer holds un- 
disputed sway over tho destinies of this 
port. Wo are no longer carrying all of 
our eggs in one basket.” 

It lias been said that tho best index of 
the progress and prosperity of a commu- 
nity is tho “steady and healthy increase 
in the number and capacity of its manu- 
facturing enterprises.” Applying this 
test to Cliarleston, we find an increase in 
tho number of industries over last year 
from 300 to 393; iu tlie capital invested 
of $2,377,000; iu tho annual products, of 
$2,788,000. The main increase has been 
derived from commercial fertilizers. 
Three new factories have been added to 
the list during the past year. The capital 
invested lias|incieased from $3,790,000 to 
$5,323,000. The smaller industries aie 
multiplying every year, and are all doing 
well. 

Tho grocery business, wholesale and 
retail, amounted last year to over $20,- 
000,000. The ice trade about $30,000. 

This new era of prosperity is due in 
no small measure to Charleston’s new 
railroad facilities, resulting from a 
change in the administration of the S. C. 
Railway Company, and tho opening of 
the East and West Shore Terminals. 
With double tracks running to the 
wharves, transportation is more rapid 
aud less expensive. With these facilities 
for handling aud transporting cotton, 
grains and fruits, Charleston can com- 
pete with other ports iu carrying the 
crops of tho West and South West to 
foreign and domestic ports. 

During the past ye. r there has been 
unusual activity in building. Over $400,- 
04 K) have been expended, of this amount 
$39,400 have been spent in repairs of old 
buildings. Many ol’ tho new houses are 
owned by colored people. 

The assessed value of real and person- 
al property returned for taxation is $21,- 

380.000. The real estate increase over 
last year, $73,435. 

The income of tho city from taxable 
property, at 23 mills is $492,890; from all 
sources, $590,000; expenditures, $594,000. 
The bonded indebitness of the city is 
$3,032,000; reduced 181H) by $41,700. The 
city is now supplied with water from 
three artesian wells, yielding about two 
million gallons daily.’ A contract for a 
new well has recently been concluded. 
Tho lire department consists of seven 
steamers, in active service, and three re- 
served steamers, aud so perfect is tho 
discipline that a great conflagration is al- 
most impossible. 

The sanitary condition of the city is 
excellent, and tho year that has just 
closed has been one of unusual health, 
excepting the generally prevailing epi- 
demic, La Grippe. The health depart- 
ment estimates the population of tho 
city at 04,000; whites, 28,000; colored, 

30.000. The mortality for the year 1890 
was 1821, of which 511 were whites, and 
1310 colored; the deatli rate per 1000 be- 
ing 17 among tho whites, and 30 among 
tho colored, the proportion being, whites 
1 in '50, colored 1 in 28. During tho year 
29 white persons have passed the ago of 
80. and 53 colored, several of whom at- 
tained the ages of loO and 112. 

“Tho public school system of Charles- 
ton is admitted by all,” says the Review, 
“to bo far in advance of that of any 
other Southern City. Nothing strikes 
the Northern visitor with more surprise 
than tho well conducted schools of 
Charleston.” There aro 110 teachers. 
Tho average monthly pay of male teach- 
ers is $135, aud of female teachers, $40. 
The city owns six well equipped school 
houses, valued at $149,300. Stops are be- 
ing taken looking to tho erection of an- 
other building for tho colored people. 
There are between 5000 and 0000 pupils 
enrolled at the various schools. Nearly 
3000 aro white and 05 per cent, aro 
females; 2500 aro colored, of whom 00 
per cent, are females. The schools are 
supported by tho state constitutional 
two-mill tax, the poll tax, aud a special 
city tax. The revenue from all these 
sources is $S0,00O. 

Probably Charleston was never so pros* 
porous us it is today, aud her outlook for 
tho future is more encouraging and hope- 
ful than over since the war. As our 
Northern friends read this marvellous 
story of the “earthquake oity”mauy will 
feel that their generosity in helping us 
to repair our ruins was by no means 
wasted. As the prostrate city now walks 
with a more stately aud majestic stop 
than before, she remembers with un- 
ceasing gratitude the strong, kind hands 
that lifted her up, aud set her upon her 
feet.

DESCRIPTION OF TUB PI. AN* AND ILLUS- 
TRATIONS. 

The new clubhouse of the Newton Club, 
fully illustrated in this sketch, will bo a 
substantial structure, in stylo “Old Colon- 
ial,” with broad piazzas, porches, and bal- 
conies. giving it a look of cordial and home 
like hospitality, and is destined to make tire 
club one of the leading features iu the 
“Garden City.” 

The Newton Club is a home club in its 
best sense, and iu the new bouse ample 
provision will be made for the ladles. A 
considerable portion of the building will he 
arranged for their exclusive use; the Wal- 
nut street end, iu particular, being devoted 
to ladies’ reception rooms, cafe, parlor, 
bowling alleys, and toilet apartments.

>1H. WHITE’S CARPET CLEANING FACTORY. 

A hearing was then given on Simon A. 
White’s petition for license to build ad- 
dition to his Carpet Cleaning factory ou 
Clinton street, corner of Hawthorn. 
Harry W. Mason appeared for the peti- 
tioners and Jesse C. Ivy for the remon- 
strants and the heariug lasted an hour 
and a half and bade fair to Lave lasted 
all night, had not Mayor Hibbard been 
rosolute in contiuing the testimony to 
the question at issue. 

The remonstrants were heard in turn. 
Michael Walsh said he moved into the 
bouse within thirty feet of the factory a 
year ago. The windows could not be 
kept open ou account of the dirt, and 
they were troubled by it in the evening. 
When tho factory was built there was 
only a few houses, but now there are 25 
or more in the vicinity. 

Alderman Feutio asked if he did not 
know the factory was there when he 
built the house. 

Mr. Walsh said yes, but he did |uot 
know it was a nuisance. 

in reply to Alderman Hyde he said he 
was against the factory, and also against 
iiij addition, especially as he had heard 
the addition was to be used for a ma- 
chine to saw and split wood. 

After some discussion with Mr. Mason 
about the injury by the dust and smoke

5lr. Hannan said he owned the house 
Mr. Welsh lived in and the folks were 
always complaining of the dust. 

Peter Foley said lie lived 100 feet from 
lUl* Tactory, had lived there two or three 
years, was much troubled with fear of 
sickness caused from the factory, but 
uroue of bis children had been sick. 

Fid ward O’Halloran lived 75 feet from 
the factory, considered it a nuisance. 
Had lived there 20 years, and there were 
too many living there to have a carpet 
cleaning factory in the midst. In reply i 
to the Mayor. said he had objected to the i 
factory being located there but couldn’t 
get any one to sign a remonstrance. 
Thought the place injurious to health as 
carpets were brought there from all over 
the city. 

In reply Mr. M tsou, said he thought 
tbeie was disease in all carpets. Mr. 
Mason said no carpets were ever taken 
from houses where there had been con- 
tagious diseases. 

E. .). Ilealy said lie built a house 400 
feet from the factory about three years 
ago. The dust was a nuisance, and dirt 
from the factory was clumped within 30 
feet of his windows; thought r danger- 
ous to health. Thought Mr. White had | 
worked at night at least ten times a 
year. 

P. McLaughlin had lived near the fac- 
tory since last November, and had found 
a good deal of dust and smoke; better if 
the factory was not there. 

.1 itnes M. Cameron lived farther away, 
•oo that the dust did not annoy him, but 
be was afraid the carnets might bung 
<lisea.se. In reply to Mr. Mason said he 
never kite v auy sickness being cause- 1 , 
from the fa ton. 

Thomas l. Williams said the dust 
spoiled the beds, so the neighbors said ;

v\lien Mr. Mason asked if the factory 
would keep him from bull ling. 

II ben Jenkins said the dust did not 
trouble him as he did not live near.

When asked if there had been any con- 
tagious diseases in his family, he said 
yes, the younger children were first taken 
and they caught it in school, and some 
of the older members took it from them.

In reply to Mr. Ivv, said there were tio 
restrictions in his iloeds, and Mr. Mason 
j vouched for this. Started the factory in 
1SS7. 

In reply to Mr. Ivy, who asked if the 
addition was not a virtual enlargement 
j of the factory, said he did not intend to 
put in any additional machinery. Did 
not intend to build before next year. 

Aftei some cross-nuestioiiing from Mr. 
Ivy as to the method of cleaning carpets 
and the refuse left therefrom, which the 
Mayor ruled out as irrevelaut, the hearing 
closed.

SCENES IX EUROPE. 

Schereningen, Holland, Aug.30, ’01. 

We found Paris in holiday attire on 
her annual Fete day, July 14th. Lausanne 
was fl igged and draped for the games of 
the athletic clubs of Switzerland; Geneva 
was celebrating the same fetes. Naples 
was radiant with floral arches and gas 
wreaths aud gateways, in honor ot the 
feast of the Assumption, when the 
image of “Our Lady” is carried abou 
the streets of all Catholic cities, bedecked 
with jew-els and gaimeuts of clolh-of- 
gold. Venice held its gondola illumina- 
tions and Wiesbadeu fired off its finest 
display of fireworks for our delectation. 
Antwerp was gay with flowers aud per- 
petual chimes. So that when we reached 
this charming summer resort at a late 
hour aud retired to bed, lulled to sleep 
by the sound of waves so dear to our 
hungry ears, we wore accustomed to j 
unusual demonstrations, and we fully ; 
expected the display of celestial fire- 
works which greeted us. 

Sunday rose, fair and clear, though the 
wind was colder than our August sea 
breezes. Tho Little Mau made a Bee 
line for the sea beach aud I followed 
meekly after. It was pleasure enough 
to me to sit on the high terrace in front 
of the elegant Kurhaus, and watch the 
gradually increasing crowds of every 
nationality, who were out for the holiday ! 
attired in fine laces and silks. The ' 
tourist was there chiefly conspicuous for 
the variety of her parasols. The French, 
Herman, English and American. markets 
must have bceu thoroughly ransacked to 1 
supply such variety. R-d parasols with 
single aud double stripe*, and with ; 
stripes enough fora barber’s pole; white, 
pink, blue, with lengthways stripes ! 
sometimes evenly matched in points on 1 
the ribs, often aueveuly mis matched, • 
shaded, plaided, checkered; black lace 
covered, satin, silk gauze, pongee; deco- 
rated with anchors, polkas, blocks, wheels, 
fruit, flowers. One square, one with all 
stages of a horse-race depicted ou a 
yellow background; rutiled, scalloped, 
lined aud unlined; sun umbrellas; coach- 
ing shades and carriage shades of every i 
sort and nationality, gave an agreeable | 
and eudlehs variety to the scene. 1 sat 1 
and watched them and my bare-legged 
wader, chatting occasionally with a pretty 
fair-haired Gciman lady who occupied 
the other end of my settee. She spoke 
no English, Inn between French and Ger- 
man we managed to become quite con- 
fidential. She told me her husband is a 
doctor in Rio Janeiro, and she hail come 
home to B in, on the Rhine, with her two 
little children, to her father who is an 
oflicer iu the army. We wandered up 
and down the beach together, buying 
views, fruit, milk, of the Dutch venders, 
hunting through the forest of Bat h 
GIihLs for the Little Man, who when 
found, earnestly desired to try the 
switch biek. the donkeys and the goat 
teams. Wo watched the arrival of 
bathers who ascended glibly into the big 
covered wagons which serve ns bath 
rooms, where they undressed while a 
bor«e towed the cai*t to the water’s edge, 
and then descended their little steps into 
the surf, to be held under by ancient 
dunes iu short blue petticoats and white 
caps and kerchiefs. I saw no swimming, 
though the surf was no higher than on 
"in own dear Xuntasket beach, not as 
high a- usual my informant said. At 
noon, after mutual compliments we 
separated, and when in lieu of cards we 
exchanged names, 1 found J had spent 
the morning in company with “the 
BaionessjSomething ur other,” my first 
aud only opportunity of hob-uob-iug 
with nobility ibis year. 

The quaint frieslaud caps, surmount- 
ing the silver aud gold head plates were 
very odd. The metal parts being quite 
costly, remain in families aud descend 
from one generation to another; with the 
plain, full gatheied skirt aud inevitable 
three cornered little shawl, all women 
look of an age, aud are quaint and odd 
enough, until the cap is surmounted by I 
an English or French but or bonuot,wben 
the effect is ludicrous. 

1 heard of no great Lords or Ladies 
here. We Americans care very little for 
the presence of such dignitaries. The ! 
place was more to me thau tho people, I 


and l did hate to leave it. But I wanted 
I much to see more of Holland, so l 
mounted to the top of the tram car and 
was soon bowling along a fine boulevard, 

; miles long, under eight or nine rows of 
old waited trees, with a high dyked walk 
on one side, beyond which seemed noth- 
ing but primeval forests, and on the 
other side stretched miles of elegant 
villas and pleisure gardens. The poa- 
. santry walked quietly along, by twos ami 
! threes. The males were conspicuous by 
their absence, as at our sea side resorts. 
We came out of a huge gateway, turned 
a corner, and lol another stretch of 
shaded carriage and car roads, and in- 
numerable pleasure seekers walking and 
driving. Wo entered tho Hague, drove 
through its clean and regular streets, 
miles of light brick houses, much alike, 
all with tine plato glass windows anil 
marvelous lace shades and draperies. 

The car landed us a long mile from tho 
railroad station, and while we awaited 
another tram, a gentlemanly looking 
guide stepped up and offered, for a shil- 
ling, to show us tho way. lie took my 
bag, led us rapidly through the densely 
crowded streets, talking all the way of 
his six children, his linguistic powers, 
the town, tlic beach, all interesting sub- 
jects. Then I opened my batteries, aud 
drew from him much needed information 
as to mv journey, the hotels of Amster- 
dam, tho rates of carriages and steam 
trams, etc. Ho assisted me in purchas- 
ing my tickets and put me aboard my 
cars, touched his lint and murmured “one 
guilder, (forty cents), and I who had 
done so long without the attentions of a 
gentleman, w as glad to pay him the over- 
plus for the sako of tho six little ones 
at home. 

Then began au enchanting ride through 
historic Leyden, bv the dykes and canals 
and windmills, with Blooker’s cocoa and 
Van Ilootere’s chocolato staring us in 
the face from every fence and barn wall. 
The fields were full of tho thick fleeced 
sheep and black aud white Dutch cattle. 
The windmills were all Hying merrily, 
but we saw no other signs of work. The 
country evidently keeps Sunday, and that 
is a novelty after our summer’s travels. 

We came at once from the grand aud 
elegant staliou to tho Bible Hotel, which 
i was recommended by our gentlemanly 
I guide in The Hague, anil which w*o find 
the most perfectly satisfactory of any 
i house we have patronized since we left 
I America. 

It is the little Queen’s eleventh birth- 
day and banners are fiyiug aud chimes 
ringing all day. After breakfast we 
drove to the Poste Restantc for letters, 
and then to the house of the “Dames 
Metter Karnpf,” in whose company we 
had passed a happy morning iu Baden 
Baden, visiting the Duke of Baden’s 
Palace, and attending perforce, (on 
account of rain), two Catholic wed- 
dings with fine choral service. At tho 
residence of these warm hearted Dutch 
ladies, we were met with open arms and 
urged to lunch with such sincere 
j cordiality that we accepted with great 
! pleasure, and after spending a long 
morning, spent in driving about this 
charmingly clean and thriving city, 

' with the younger members of the family, 
we returned to the hospitable mansion, 

; where we were feasted in true Dutch 
1 style. After a very dainty and liberal 
] repast, served by an old family servant in 
j dress suit aud white gloves, we were ifi- 
vited to inspect a real Dutch house. Few 
; indeed are the housekeepers who would 
1 dare take critical strangers all over a 
I house, ou the secoud day after return 
from six weeks’ absence from home. 

! But we went fiom garret to cellar, from 
the clean shining kitchen to the maid’s 
chambers, and saw only and everywhere 
I cleanliness and elegance. The sixteen 
! ye,ar old nephew had his turning lathe 
and carpenter’s bench iu one garret, 
while in the other huge room was the 
pile of clothes baskets, 'irouiug table anil 
sad-irons, awaiting the quarterly ironing, 
foi here, as in Germany, the* laundry 
work is done three or four times a year, 
and the wet part done out of the house. 
My hostess smiled pityingly when I cited 
our weekly trials, which tarn for us the 
name “blue Mondays.” 1 saw on the 
young lady’s table Longfellow and 
Shakespeare in English, while German 
aud Dutch mottoes adorned the walls. 
The white marble stairways aud glazed 
tile walls were spotless, and t he father, 
mother and daughter who serve in this 
model family were evidently as spotless, 

| and as highly esteemed as they deserve. 
The yard was partly paved with light 
bricks; trees and flowering plants 
abounded, anil cages made by the young 
j g«utlem.iu, held white mice and numer- 
ous rabbits, both old and youug. I was 
kindly escorted to the wonderfully line 
Z lological gardens, the palace and the 
, new church, but my chief remembrance 
of this delightful city will ever be of the 
kind and cordial reception given by these 
’ gentle Christian ladies to a stranger iu a 
strange land.

THE NEWTON PENNY SAVINGS SYS- 
TEM.

In order to secure a community against 
the disastrous results of improvident j 
habits, it i* necessary to tiaiu the chil- 
dren to save their money. Perhaps it is 
too much to say that uo child allowed ! 
to spend every penny for the first thing 
that strikes his fancy that a penny will 
buy, will ever make a thrifty citizen, but 
it is certainly true that very few such 
children will grow up with judicious 
habits of expenditure. It is because 
this is beginning to be seriously felt, that 
the Penny Savings System has been es- j 
tablisbed in many cities. 

It was started iu Newton about the 1st | 
of May of this year. There are now 
eight stations. One of these has over j 
two hundred depositors, many of whom , 
are mill hands, although more perhaps, 
are children who buy mostly one, three 
and five cent stamps. As soon as a book 
or a card represents five dollars, the de- j 
positor is advised to withdraw hi a money 
and put it into a bank where it will 
draw interest. Several depositors are ; 
redeeming their cards ns soon as they 
represent a dollar, and investing in Co- j 
operative Bank shares in Xewtouville. 
Others deposit in the Savings Banks. 

One young man has presented throe 
cards for redemption, aud has put tweu- 1 
ty-fivo dollars iu a bank since May 1st. 

A station established .July 27 basal- I 
ready over fifty depositors, several of | 
whom buy a fifty cent stamp every week, j 
of the others, there is oue that is! 
especially interesting, as it* work is i 
principally among a class ot children 1 
with whom pennies aic not every day ac- 1 
quisitious, but who have saved about I 
twenty dollars in tiny sums since the j 
middle of June. At one station a few I 
poor women have been interested, who I 
are saving au occasional half dollar. 


Savings are not all made for the pur- 
pose of patting money in tho hank, but 
often for some particular object, as for 
instance, several boys are saving for a 
“Safety,” and not only tho children, but 
older persons, often express astonish- 
ment that the small sums that would 
have gone they could not toll where, liavo 
amounted to so much money so soon. 

The success of a station depends very 
much upon the character of the local 
agent, and tho nature of his business. 
It is essential that the station should he 
central, and easily accessible. It is bet- 
ter that it should he iu a place of busi- 
ness, than in a private house. In one 
very successful statiou the fact of there 
being a laundry agency in the store has 
been very fortunate, but much more of 
i ts success has been due to tho thorough 
good-will and the enthusiasm of tho lady 
iu charge. 

No stations are yet established at 
Newton, the Lower Falls or the Upper 
Falls. It is earnestly hoped that in each 
of those places some suitable person will 
become, through this article, interested 
onougli in the Savings System to come 
forward and offer to take the agency. 
The director at the Lower Falls is Mrs. 
Allen Jordan; nt the Upper Falls, Mr. 
Hiram A. Sherman; nt Newton, the Rev. 
Wm. A. Latnl). 

It is necessary that the local agent 
should be actuated by a philanthropic 
desire to do a good work, for there is no 
money to be made in it, and it takes 
some time and some trouble, though no 
local agent as yet has complained of the 
work as burdensome. On the contrary, 
the more the business increases, the 
more the agent seems to on by it. 

The local agent should bo ready also 
either himself or through some other 
person, to advance the purchase of 
stamps. This is idle money so long ns 
he keeps the agency, but cau be called in 
at any time wlieu the ngont wishes to re- 
tire. The original advance has in several 
cases been made by the director for the 
ward in which the station is established. 
But those desiring complete knowledge 
of its methods of establishing and con- 
ducting a station, should apply to the 
president or to Mrs. Mary li. Martin, 
Xewtouville. Circulars expl lining the 
work will be scut to any one desiring 
them. 

The stations at preseut established are 
two at Nouantum, one of these, very 
largely patronized, at Russell’s Norum- 
bega drug store; one at Tain ter’ s real 
estate office, Xewtouville; one at Mr. B. 
F. Houghton’s grocery store, West New- 
ton; one at Mrs. Markham’s dry goods 
store at Auburndalo, in charge of Miss 
Eiuma Soule; one at Miss Locke’s ice 
cream saloon at. Newton Highlands; one 
at Newton Ceutre and oue at Thompson- 
ville, conducted by private individuals. 

Between three aud four hundred dol- 
lars has been deposited since the System 
was started in Newton in May. The 
movement has succeeded beyond expec- 
tation aud the interest in it is steadily 
growing. Every effort will be made to 
multiply stations for small deposits in 
every part of Newton. The officers and 
directors ask the co-operation of the 
citizens iu all possible ways, confident 
that the method of inducing habits of 
thrift will prove a most practical benefit 
to our city.

Unlteil States Nu«nr Bounties— As They 
Wore and ns They Arc. 

PAST. 

Tho United States bounty on the ex- 
port of refined sugar was uuique. It 
arose out of the act of 1801 allowing 
drawbacks upon the export of products 
made entirely from imported materials. 
Under the original act tho duties wero to 
be paid as ou all imports, but upon the 
exportation of tho product 00 per cent, 
of such duties wore to be repaid as a 
drawback. Ily the law of March 3, 1875, 
it was provided that only 1 per cent, of 
the import duties on sugar should be re- 
tained by the Government. Uuder the 
provisions of tills act it became the duty 
of the Secretary of the Treasury to fix 
tho amount of the drawback to be al- 
lowed. On July 1, 1S83, when the pres- 
ent tariff laws camo into operation, the 
Secretary of tho Treasury fixed the 
drawback ou refined sugars at 2.70S1 
cents per pouud net, and on molasses at 
3.0 cents per gallon net. Tho duty on a 
ton of raw sugar testing 05 1-2 degrees, 
was $40,728. A ton of sugar yields 1904. - 
02 pounds of refined sugar, 172.48 pouuds 
of syrup, and 72.8 pounds of waste. The 
drawback on the refined sugar and mo- 
lasses amounted therefore to 850. 110, thus 
making tho bounty $5.00 per ton of raw 
sugar imported, refined and exported. 
From July 1, 1S83, to September 2S, 1880, 
when tho drawback was changed, we 
paid in bounties $1,882,103. On .Septem- 
ber 2S,18S0, Secretary Manning, in the 
face of great opposition, reduced the 
drawback on refined sugar to 2.574 cents 
per pound, which still left a bounty of 
$2,044 per ton of raw sugar refined and 
expoited. When raw sugar was made 
free tho payment of this bounty ceased. 

PRESENT. 

A now system of bounties was inaugu- 
rated by the McKinley Tariff. The main 
provisions covering bounties are as fol- 
lows: “That on aud after the first of 
July, 1801, and until July 1st, 1005, there 
shall bo paid from any moneys in the 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated 
under the provisions of Section 3080 R. 
S. to tho pioducer of sugar testing not 
less than 0C degrees by tho polariscope, 
from beets, sorghum or sugar cane grown 
within tho United States or from maple 
sap produced within tho United States, a 
bounty of two cents per pound, and upon 
such sugar testing less than 00 degrees of 
the polariscope aud not less than 80 de- 
grees a bounty of one aud three fourths 
ceuts per pound. 

No bounty shall be paid to any persofr 
engaged iu refining sugars which have 
been imported into tho United States, or 
produced iu tho United States, upon 
which the bounty therein provided for 
had already been paid or applied for, nor 
to any person unless he shall have first 
been licensed as herein provided, and 
only upon sugar produced by such per- 
son from sorghum, beets, or sugar cane 
grown within the United States, or from 
maple sap produced within the United 
States.” 

Tho essential provision of the law out- 
side of that fixing the rate of bouuty to 
be paid is the latter which prescribes 
that to get tho benefit of tho bounty each 
planter must make his own sugar. Now, 
it is a well known fact that only the 
largest planters do this. The small 
planters cannot afford the expensive ma- 
chinery required. As soon as the law 
weut into effect capitalists applied to the 
Treasury Department for an interpreta- 
tion of the law to determine whether 
they would be permitted to erect sugar 
houses for making sugar from the cane 
produced by the smaller planters. The 
Treasury Department directed that on 
sugar so produced no bounty could be 
paid. For the same reason if the small 
planters were to sell their cane to tho 
large concerns the sugar produced from 
it could not claim tho bounty. The 
bounty, therefore, is not for the small 
planters, who most need it, but for tho 
large and powerful ones. Being unable 
to compete with the lnrgo planters, the 
small growers will be forced to tho wall 
and compelled either to sell or lease their 
lands to the big concerns or cease pro- 
ducing entirely. 

This effect of the law has already been 
shown iu the number of applications for 
licenses sent iu to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue. The total number of 
applications from enno sugar growers is 
730, but many of these are from tho 
same planters since 4) o regulations re- 
quire a separate application for each 
plantation. All told, therefore, there 
are only about 000 planters who will re- 
ceive the bouuty. According to the 
estimates of the Commissioner these 000 
concerns will divide among themselves a 
total of $10,350,000, or 817,250 each this 
year. .Seven beet sugar growers will get 
$584,200, or $83,455 each; three sorghum 
planters, $50,000, or $10,000 each, and 
3,032 nipple sugar makois $150,000, or $98 
each— a grand total of $11,134,200 to bo 
paid out of tho money in the Treasury 
collected by taxation. 

Not until 1005 can this law be repealed, 
aud by that time there will have been 
paid to such concerns as theCuffrey Cen- 
tral Sugar Refinery and Railroad Co., 
which will this year get $240,000 iu 
bounties, a total of $l'.»7,000,oon, if tho 
present rate of production is maintained. 
It will, however, on account of increased 
production, bo uearor $200,0<X),00<). 

This bounty law was not passed for 
the small planters, for as wo have seen 
they have been denied its privileges, but 
was enacted in ttlo iutorest of tho largo 
syndicates, especially that which was 
formed some time ago in Philadelphia— 
the homo of those fed by Government 
contracts— to grow sugar in Florida. Iu 
this, as in other things. Government has 
brought up its capitalists, especially iu 
Pennsylvania, iu the doctrine, that they 
ought not to undertake anything without 
first having its assistance, either in the 
form of tariff protection, bounties or 
Government contracts. 

Meaning of Sugar “Reciprocity.” 

In 1890 wo consumed 1,522,731 gross 
tons of sugar, or over 25 per cent, of tho 
estimated total production of tho beet 
and cane sugar of the world for 181X1-91. 
This is equal to 04 per cent, of the 
world’s production of cauo sugar. In 
1S90 wo imported 208,350 gross tous of 
beet sugar, and 1,041,372 gross tons of 
beet sugar, and 1,041,372 gross tous of 
cauo sugar. 

Wo used, therefore, besides all the 
sugar produoed iu the Uuited States, over 


40 percent, of all tho cano sugar grown 
7n tho world in 1889, or about 50,000 tons 
more than the total production of the 
Western Continent. The “reciprocity” 
provisions of the McKinley Tariff are to 
tho effect, that unless sugar producing 
countries shall give equnl reciprocity to 
our agricultural or other products, tho 
old duties shall lie imposed. 

Were reciprocity troaties made with 
overy sugar growing nation on the West- 
ern Continent, and not with countries of 
Kmopo or Asia, and if wo should uso all 
the siuar they produce, wo still would 
he forced to buy other sugar and pay the 
duties. 

Tho uuestion, therefore, is, will Ger- 
many. Franco ami Austria admit our 
agricultural products free, for tho privi- 
logo of sondiug their raw sugar to this 
country? If not, why does not Presi- 
dent Harrison inako them do so? or was 
"reciprocity” only intended ns a sham?

Field Day. 

The Newton Natural History Society 
Field Day lastSiturday afternoon was a 
most delightful outing. The afternoon 
was as perfect as a bright September 
afternoon can bo; just cool enough for a 
tramp. 

The company gathered at tho Chestnut 
Hill station, tho appointed place of meet- 
ing, aud through fields aud pastures 
walked back towards Newton Centre till 
tho old road lcadiug into tho woods was 
reached, and then along this meandering, 
overgrown path they wandered to Ham 
mon’s Pond. From there the party fol- 
lowed the foot-path beside the esccarp- 
ments of solid conglomerate with here 
and there plants, bushes and even tall 
trees growing from cracks in the almost 
perpendicular walls, which sent their 
roots down the side to tho humus at the 
foot, for food and water, and on to the 
rock-bound amphitheatre where tho 
exorcises took place. Prof. S. E. Warren 
gave an interesting description of a few 
of the peculiarities of plant structure, 
showing that plants liko the cornstalk 
have a certain internal structure with 
parallel veiniug of tho leaves, while 
those having an internal structure like 
the hard woods, have net-work veined 
leaves. He illustrated his remarks with 
specimens taken with him and cuttings 
from the trees near by. 

Dr. J. F. Frisbie followed with a little 
geological lecture ou tho manner of tho 
formation of the conglomerate rocks, so 
abundant all around, and also how the 
steep escarpments of conglomerate camo 
in the positions they now occupy. Long 
beaches of water-worn pobblos or finer 
rock-grains on tho ocean shore wore de- 
pressed and fine silt or mud spread over 
and mingled with the pebbles and sand: 
other doposits took placo on top, till 
sullicient depth was obtained aud then 
from pressure above and tho heat below 
they were baked into solid rock. Thus 
the conglomerates wero formed. 

Long ages after, through convulsion of 
nature, a fracture in the earth-crust took 
place. Ono sido was uphoavod or the 
other subsided, and here tho beettling 
dill's are oxposed and tho bed of tho 
pond formed. Tho wearing away of tho 
rim and the washing down of the debris 
is slowly but surely filling up the pond, 
and beforo many centuries this will be 
trtmsformed into a meadow, rioli and 
fertile. 

The little amphitheatre is also the re- 
sult of tho forces of nature. Water and 
frost have torn one huge fragment from 
the solid edges and forced it some dis- 
tance away, leaving a lecture-room with 
high rock-walls having a uarrow**Notch” 
on ono side and a wider opening on the 
other. 

The party next wont over the ridge to 
the belt of gigantic hemlocks in the 
rayiue beyond the “tho forest primeval,” 
to the “murmuring hemlocks” if not the 
pines, and then along the western slope 
of the couglomcrato ridge, where the 
power of wator and frost has torn thous- 
ands of huge fragments of the cliffs 
away, leaving them piled up liko those 
on tho cone of ML Washington. Every- 
where tho lichens and mosses, pluuts and 
trailing vines are clothing these rocks 
with beauty. 

Mosses, plants and llowors gathered as 
the party wandered, and on the return it 
looked like a travelling botanical exhibi- 
tion. Beforo the sunsetting the party 
was on its way home, having had a most 
delightful “Field Day” and hoping for 
others before the cold winds of autumn 
come.

Tin* School Board. 

The school board met Wednesday even- 
ing in the High school building Newton 
viilo, Mayor Hibbard in the chair. 

Miss Julia Grant, teacher in sewing, 
was granted leave of abcence; Miss 
Sarah Ayles was appointed a teacher of 
sewing dating from Sept. 14, at a yearly 
compensation of $240; the salary of Miss 
Sarah L. I)ix was fixed At $480 per an- 
num dnting from Sent. 14. 

Edward F. Stearns was appointed 
principal of tlio Prospect evening school 
of mechanical drawing at Upper Falls at 
a compensation of $3 per evening, and 
Miss Martha M. Dix was appointed his 
assistant at $2 per evening. 

Alonzo R. Weed was appointed prin- 
cipal of the Jackson evening school at 
Nouautum with Miss Alice E. Macomber 
as teacher of mechanical dinwing and 
the following assistants: W. M. Jones, 
Misses Florence Sampson, Sarah Dorncy, 
Anastasia Peters and Mabel Longley. 
The principal’s salary to be fixed at $3 
per evening, teacher in mechanical draw- 
ing at $2 per evening and of the assist- 
ants at $1.50 per evening. 

Michael Cummings was appointed 
janitor of the new Wabnn schoolhousc 
and the matter of changing janitor’s 
salaries to conform to the number of 
rooms under their charge to a certain 
amount per room was referred to the 
committee on salaries. 

An order to increase the salary of the 
secretary of the school board to $500 
dating from Jau. 1, *91, was referred. 

The report of the committee on ac- 
counts showed an expenditure from the 
annual appropriation of $$2,SS(3.03 leav- 


years. Why the ninth grade more than the 
third grade Is not apparent. Then* is sonic 
reason why the close of the High school 
ku or limy bo considered an end so far a- the 
majority of tin* Newton pupils are con- 
cerned, since It is all the Newton public feel 
they can offer in the education of their chil- 
dren, and because too. the completion of the 
High school work tits a boy or girl for 
other duties in life beside college. The 
class that left the High school iu June had 
an average age of 18 yrs. and 9 1110 s., and 
when they enter college this fall, will be IP 
years old. 

If we add to this nge tlu* time necessary 
to complete n college and professional 
course, these boys and girls will be 2»> or 
27 years old, too lute to begin their real 
life work. These pupils have been 
wronged. 

A study of tills problem shows me that 
tli ere should be lint eight years to the High 
school, and that the theory that boys and 
girl' beginning school at five, take up High 
school work at thirteen should be made 
true by earlier and more frequent promo- 
tion'. for the facts show that even promot- 
I ed at tin* end of the 8th year Newton pupils 
are 14 years and 7 months old on enter- 
ing the High school. How shall we 
remedy this’.’ By regrading the schools ac- 
cording to the following schedule and by 
making a few changes In the present course 
of study. 

The grading of the Newton schools and 
of most New England schools is Into three 
departments, the primary covering three 

ears of work, the grammar school requlr- 

ng six years to complete the course pre- 
pared nnd the High school divided Into 
four grades or classes of one year each. A 
more logical and symmetrical grading 
would be to make each department cover a 
term of four years. This extends the 
primary department through tlu* fourth 
year of the pupil’s school life. The grain- 
mar department will then include the 
fifth to the eighth years inclusive where tlu* 
pupils will graduate to the High school, 
which remains unchanged in its grading.

iug a balance of $20,213.37. Au estimate 
of the appropriation necessary for 1802 
was placed at $133,000, and an order was 
passed requesting the Newtou city couu- 
cil to appropriate that sum. This is au 
iucreasejof $11,000 over last year’s figures 
made necessary by the work being done 
on the different houses iu the city. The 
sum of $0,834.27 was appropriated for 
department expenses the current month. 

A technical change in the rules aud 
regulations suggested by Dr. Lawrence 
was referred to the proper committee. 

The superintendent submitted his first 
annual report iu which he gave a con- 
cise history of the work of the schools 
for the year past. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled 
in 1800— ’01 was 4487 and the number of 
children attending schools May 1, 1S01 
was 448(3 an increase of 105 over the pre- 
ceding year. The number of teachers 
male aud female is 115 and the school- 
houses number 23. A schoolhousc has 
been completed at Walnut to he ready for 
occupancy in September, two rooms ouly 
being finished at present until more are 
needed. Needed repairs have been made 
iu the Adams, Hyde, Underwood, Hamil- 
ton. Prospect and High schools. A new 
heating and ventilating apparatus of im- 
proved type has beeu adopted and works 
very satisfactorily with the exception of 
considerable noise which it is hoped 
wili soon be overcome. There were (33 
graduates from the High school during 
the year, twenty five in general course, 
niueteeu classical, three institute aud 
thirteen in merchantile course. The 
evening schools have been a successful 
feature of the department and a total of 
193 pupils ranging in age from thirteen 
to twenty-four years have attended dur- 
ing the past year. The total cost of the 
two schools for tin* year was $804.75 and 
for each pupil $9.58 

Relative to the recent change iu 
scholarship for entrance to the High 
school the superintendent said: 

The order ot the board permitting pupils 
to enter the High school from the eighth 
grade classes of the grammar schools un- 
der certain conditions was accepted in 
.September 1890 by thirty boys and girls. 
The conditions imposed were that pupils 
should choose the five year classical course 
and waive all privileges to change to other 
courses during their connection with the 
High school. The class began its work on 
September 1. 1890, and has accomplished as 
much as could well be expected during the 
year. Tin* conditions and delinquents are 
110 more iu proportion than iu the fourth 
class. 

There is no evidence that the pupils who 
remain to the close of the High school 
course, will not have done as well as if 
they had continued a year longer iu the 
gramuier school. A modification of tlu* 
order was adopted iu June for the benefit 
of the eighth grade pupils of the pres- 
ent 'diool year. A scholarship standing 
of 7o per cent, average in all studies for the 
year was required, the restrictions as to 
course aud length <>f lime in the school re- 1 
moved. This privilege lias been accepted 
by so pupils who enter the High school this j 
8eptemoer. Their choice of studies does 
not appear different from those of the 9th 
grade pupils just entering The average ! 
age of the class entering hi't year was 14 
years and <i months; that of this jear is 
14 years and 7 mouths. There h little 
doubt that this action of th>* committee 
a wise one aud will be beneficial every 1 
way to tile hoys nnd girl' accepting Its 1 
privileges.

of the 8th grude. The facts are tinw are 
kept a year longer. Recognizing that this 
was a weak point in the guiding of the 
lower bdiools my predecessor Imped to 
correct it by mid-year promotions. The 
complaint is a just one that hoys aud girls 
are kept too long iu our grammar schools, 
that grammar school pupils should accom- 
plish all that is desired or required in lc" 
time that tlu-j may enter upon the broader 
und clo-cr work of tlu* High school ut uu 
earlier age. There is a mistaken idea 
prevalent that gramimir schools are au end 
In a child’s education. Why not primary 
schools? Then* can be no more reason 
why one particular year or division of 
sclu id work should be selected as au end 
iu the schools of Newton than are other 


This arrangement eliminates tlu* ninth 
year nnd places the pupils in tlu* High 
school earlier by one year. The terms 
primary, grammar and High school have 
no significance only ns indicating some 
special fours years of school work, lor the 
step from tlu* primary to the grammar, or 
grammar to tlu* High school Is and should 
be no greater than between any other con- 
tiguous school years. Tlu* proposed 
grading is into twelve years of twelve 
classes. I 11 those towns where this grading 
obtains, the terms primary and grammar 
are seldom used by pupils and teachers to 
designate the advancement of a pupil iu 
his course towards graduation. Tlu* terms 
1st grade. 5th grade, 8tli grade, etc., being 
used ns these terms, represent tlu* yearns 
well as class. The terms may be retained 
however, as in a way representing certain 
changes in methods but not in studies. 
The first four years represent the years de- 
voted more to oral work and instruction, 
than the second four or grammar schools, 
where text books are introduced nnd pupils 
are taught their use. In these years, if 
instruction Is properly given, the pupil 
learns how to study and why he should de- 
pend on himself. The step into tlu* High 
school is to work requiring still greater 
personal effort for tlu* benefit of greater 
mental strength ami confidence aroused. 

Tliere are many matters suggesting 
themselves that might he discussed here, 
hut which I must defer to special ic- 
ports the coming year. 

Some of these points are as follows: 

1. The practice of granting the Gram- 
mar school graduates both a diploma 
and a certificate the latter of which only 
is accepted for admission to the High 
school. 

2. The matter of a carefui revision of 
the course of study for the primary and 
grammar grades. 

3. The purchase, care and distribution 
of hooks and supplies. 

4. The necessity of an examination of 
the school furniture, seats and desks, now 
in use iu some of the schools. * Many of 
these seats aud desks are too small for 
the pupils in a large number of the 
rooms. 

5. The ciuestiou of the supply of 
teachers and the best method of secur- 
ing them,— a matter demanding serious 
consideration. 

1 wish to express my gratitude to 
the board for the uniform kindness and 
courtesy shown me during my short con- 
uccliou with your schools, aud to the 
teachers und officers who have given me 
tlieir sympathy aud assistance in my 
efforts to become acquainted with the 
duties of this office. L beg a continuance 
ot all the coming year. 

A vote was passed that the report be 
printed with the annual report of the 
school hoard. 

Iu his quarterly report the superinten- 
dent recommended the adoption of new 
text hooks.

A series of interesting boat and canoe 
tnces took place on the Charles liver at 
Riverside laRt Saturday afternoon under 
tlie nuspiccs of the Now ton Boat Club. 

Tlie events were witnessed by a Inigo 
number of fashionable |peoplc from the 
balconies of the boathouse, and from the 
shores of the stream, which were com- 
pletely hemmed in with liglit pleasure 
crafts containing gaily dressed ladies nnd 
their escorts. 

The occasion was especially houored 
by tlie presence of Mis. President Harri- 
son and Mr. and Mrs. McKee, who oc- 
cupied reserved seats in the upper bnl- 
cony of tlie boathouse, surrounded by a 
notable company of Newton society peo- 
ple. 

Tlie President’s family were driven to 
the scene of the festivities in tlie hand- 
some barouche of Mr. Charles W. Rich- 
ardson of Auburndale, who accompanied 
the distinguished visitors from the 
Woodland Park Hotel. Tlie presidential 
party were received nt the bontliousc by 
President Eaton nml Capt. W. A. Hall of 
the Newton Boat Club, nnd Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry E. Cobb of Newton. 

After the races the President's family 
and the receiving party boarded a steam 
launch and enjoyed a trip up tlie river 
and return. 

The start in tlie first race for double- 
end rowboats was made shortly after 
o’clock.

From the start, aud 
around the stakeboats for some distance 
toward the finish line, the canoes kept 
close together. Ballou aud mates made 
a final spurt, aud won by two lengths. 

The amusing event of' the series was n 
tug-of-war between two canoe crews, 
Cobb, Potter, Augier and Ross, and 
Drake, Ballou, Linder and Higgins, the 
match being won by Cobb aud mates, 
who won first and third heats.

The concluding race was a tipover for 
canoes.

Mix and sift together i pint pastry 
flour, tea sp. salt and i heaping tea 
sp.
